Mud Shoes For Horses. 

We doubt if very many persons ever 
saw mud shoes for horses. They are 
used on horses in plowing the low and 
wet lands of the valley north of Sumner 
nearly every spring. Tiie mud shoe con- 
sists of a heavy board about8 inches 
wide and from # to 10 inches long, round- 
ing in the front. On this board a red- 
hot shoe of the size worn on the horse's 
foot for which it is intended is placed 
until it burns into it toa depth almost 
sufficient to bury itself. It is necessary 
that the shoe have a long’ toe and long 
corks. A piece of circular band iron to 
fit over the top part of the hoof is then 
attached te the board and over the hoof 
to hold the mnd shoe solidly to the foot. 

One end of the band is fastened to the 
board with a screw, which when tight- 
ened holds the board as squarely to the 
bottom of the hoof as if it had grown 
there. The horses become accustomed 
to wearing them and after a day or two 
experience no difficulty in working in 
them. ‘By this means farmers are en- 
abled to plow land in the spring where 
without the use of mud shoes horses 
would -mire down.—Summner (Wash.) 
Herald.

Thehang- 
ing gardens of Babylon and the Colossus 
of Rhodes are shrouded with no deeper 
mysteries than the existence of this great 
ditch, whose rnins-cari be traced for a 
long distance through the Crimean plaiti. 
Whether it was n waterway in the olden 
tirs and the pathway of ancient com- 
merce betvacen the Black sea and the sea 
of Azov ora means of defense for the 
people living i in its vicinity is a question 
which wise men} supposed to know all 
abont antiqnities, cannot explain; 
Xenophon, the distinguished Athenian, 

who conducted ‘the retreat of 10,000 
Greeks from the up country march, so 
called, writes of ditches which were dug 
by inhabitants of hostile territory 
through which they passed as an im- 
pediment to their march. Water was 
often turned into these, so that crossing 
was rendered more difficult. Perhaps 
the ancient and woriderful tanal Bétved 
the same purpose on a very large scale. 
While it was of grand proportions, which 
at that early day surpassed the engineer- 
ing feats of the Suez canal, the fortifica- 


| tions for its protection are no less inter- 


esting. At cach end of the western side 
there was a lofty castle, the. ruins of 
which remain to this day, the tubical 
contents exceeding 750,000 metefs: 
part of these stones, as well as those 
with which the bed of the canal was 
paved its entire length, were removed 
some time ago to build a town whick 
adjoins. 

- During the Crimean war some of the 
stones remaining were utilized in the 
construction of hospitals for the wound- 
ed soldicrs, which structures are still 
standing. Along the banks of the canal 
there were once at least six towers, but 
what purpose they served, unless for de- 
fense, is uncertain. There was also a 
high wall, which extended its entire 
length. At an equal distance from each 
end there was n gigantic fortress, built 
in the form of & square and covering a 
space of $2,400 sqnare meters. The ca- 
nal is as straight as an arrow its entire 
length except at this point, where it 
forms threo sides of a square abont the 
fortress. Here there was a smaller canal 
on tiio onter bide, Which may have pro- 
wicca sreater security. 

Ox: of the gateways of the fortress is 
still parizally preserved, and through it 
passes a dilapidated road. The canal 
was built by AssandeI of Bosporus in 
the seventh century B. C, and is 9 kilo- 
meters long. Mention is made of this in 
the writings of Pliny and Btrabo, but 
nothing is szid abont the great amount 
of time ¿sn moncy expended in its ton- 
struction or for what special purpose it 
was Cone, It pas sses by the modern town 
of Perekop. vd is not far from the 
Greei: city of ive tpolis, whose nane was 
change.) Ly sudo after the bnilding 
of, the cius! to Tapharas, which is the 
Gre: for ditch. [ts width on the bot- 
tom was ubont 5 meters and its depth 
10 meters. Whicthor it served formerly 
sagrat cad towering fortification or 
hot, it cortainly contained water enough 
to sail ships of considerable burden. 

Undoubtedly before the time of Christ 
many ships used it as a short cut across 
the peninsu!: between the two seas, The 
bed is now dry, except for a few stand- 
ing vols, Imt it is said that the oldest 
inhabitants can remember when, for sev- 
eral wiles in the central part, there was 
suffirient water to form a roadway for 
the lighter craft of the semibarbarous 
people. This is accounted for by the 
fact that some timein the fifteenth cen- 
tury the canal was repaired. 

The Russian government hasa project 
under consideration of opening up a 
great waterway across the peninsula be- 
tween the two seas; and his connection 
with this scheme is what led the engi- 
neer, Melnikoff, to inquire into the his- 
tory of the v:5.l and attempt to explore 
its wonders. Me'nikoff writes in French 
and cony ~ia vivid description of the 
ancient 1 .ins.

The public shakes hands with 
the conductor who haë tharge of the 
train, thanks the brakeitia for many lit- 
tle courtesies, bows to the baggage mas- 
ter who looks after its luggage in transit

heard ofthe fireman getting a purse, but 
the records show that he has performed 
as many deeds of valor as the engineer. 
Again, if the train leaves the track or 
goes into another train, the fireman has 
fewer chances to escape than any man 
bi thé train, except pethaps the mail 
clerk, shut up like a rat in a cage. 

When the fireman is at work, and that 
is nearly all the time when the wheels 
are turning, he stands stooped over, 
shoveling in the fuel or raking the coals 
in the firebox. His view ahead is ob- 
tracted; and he cannot the danger 
that may be dashing upon him. The fat- 
tle and roar of the machinery may drown 
the engineer's warning call—a crash—the 
tender pins him to the boiler head, and he 
dies a horrible death. Standing in the 
narrow gang Way peering ahead, a sudden 
lurch around a curve may throw him off. 
instances have been known when the 
ebupling between the engine and the 
tank parted, ahd the fireman dropped be- 
tween them to be ground topieces. The 
records show that more firemen than en- 
gineers are killed in railroad wrecks. 

About the only time the firemen has a 
little leisure is when the train is running 
down grade.

The Telephone Fifty Years Ago.

A 
little more than 50 years ago the em- 
ployees of a large manufactory beguiled 
their leisure hours by kiteflying, Kites 
large and small went.up daily, and thé 
strife was to see who could get the lar- 
gest. The twine which held them was 
the thread spun and twisted by the ladies 
of the village. One day to the tail of the 
largest kite was attuched a kitten sewed 
in a canvas bag, with a netting over the 
mouth to give it air. When the kite was 
at its greatest height—200 feet or more 
—the niewing could be distinctly’heard 
by those holding the string. To the clear- 
ness of the utmosphere was attributed 
the hearing of the kitten's voice. This is

Where the Telegraph Is Least Used. 

The four countries in the world which 
possess the smallest telegraph facilities 
are Pern, Paraguay. Uraguay and Per- 
sia. In the first named there are only 36 
telegraph offices in the whole country 
and but 1,600 miles of wire. In the ter- 
ritory of Paraguay there are only 510 
miles of wire in operation, and the entire 
telegraphic service of that country re- 
quires the services of but 28 persons. 
One line of 360 miles, owned and oper- 
ated by the government, runs from As- 
ancion to Paso de Patria, the limit of 
Paraguayan territory, and the other 150 
miles by the railroad from Asuncion to 


Pirapo, 
Owing, to high water and forest fires 


in that country'the line is often inter- 
rupted foradaysatatime. At Paso de 
Patria the line breaks, there being no 
cable over the Alto Parana river, which 
is three miles wide. Communication is 
therefore by canoe, which takes mes- 
sages over in.the morning to the Argen- | 
tine side ani] returns to’ the Paraguayan 
side atnight. An important telegram is 
often delayed 10 or 15 hours.—Hartford

READY TO PREACH. 


YEARS OF STUDYING COVERED BY A 
THEOL@GICAL STUDENT. 


Å Minister's Training Usoally Begins at 
His Mother's Knee, and It Is Generally 
Twenty Years Later When He Graduates 


as a Fall Fledged Preuchet. 


“You read the other day,” said a promi- 
Ment clergyman, “of the commencement 
exercises of Princeton theological semi- 
tary ind of thé gradnation of 54 stu- 
dents. There was nothing aboiit that ta 
attract public avtention, and very likely 
you did not get further into the article 
than the headlinés. It meant 54 more 
young clergymen in the world, that was 
all. te most people. But toa man who 
has been throngh the tfaining that had 
just ended for those boys it means a 
great deal more. I never read of a sem- 
inary commencement without feeling 
thankful that so thany more students 
Haye pulled through safely. 

‘There is not much general knowledge 
of the labor required in the making of a 
clergyman. People could easily find out 
if they chose to inquire, but it is some- 
thing they do not stop to think of. A 
clergyman is supposed to be able to an- 
swer any Biblical question that may be 
asked him, but where he gets all his 
technical knowledge nobody thinks of 
asking. Hedoes not get it from reading 
the Scriptures, certainly. If you were 
to keep on reading Revelation till you 
tiriderstood it thoroughly, how old would 
you be when you finished? 

“No, don't ask me whether I think 1 
understand it now or tve may drift 
away into a theological discussion which 
will be very unprofitable. What I start- 
ed to say is something about the severe 
training that a man must go through be- 
forè he can be graduated from a theolog- 
ical seminary and so becomes clergy- 
man. Severe? It is morg than severe, 
and you seeit results in thotisands of 
physically weak preachers all over the 
world. 

“The training of a clergyman really 
begins when he is a 6-year-old child at 
his mother’s kne¢, fot in nine cases out 
of ten the parents decide for bimi and 
decide early But start with the boy 
when he has been graduated from a 
grammar school, because he will prob- 
ably receive that much education in any 
case, whatever his business or profes- 
sion isto be, He should then be in the 
neighborhood of 12 years old. He must 
tow begin a special preparation for col- 
lege, ıı preparation that differs from the 
ordinary preparatory course of students 
not studyin:; for the ministry, He must 
give at least four years to a special study 
of Greek and Latin, and at the same 
time lay a good foundation in ancient 
history, Engğsh composition and litera- 
tūre and higher arithmetic and algebra. 

“The boy then, at 16, is read¥ to enter 
college and take the usual four years’ 
classical course. In the first year he 
struggles with algebra, geometry, Latin, 
Greek, Enzlish history and English lit- 
erature. In the second year the same, 
with the addition of comparative physi- 
ology, mechanics, analytical geometry, 
physics and rhetoric. In the third year 
he adds also chemistry, logic, German, 
political science and philosophy. The 
fourth collegiate year includes all of 
these studies and geology, consular and 
international law, French, ethics, astron- 
omy and botany besides. 

“He is uow. ou leaving college, ready 
to enter a theological seminary, unless 
indeed he proposes to gointo the gen- 
eral theolozical seminary of the Protes- 
taut Episcopal church, in which case he 
is required to be able to read the Old 
Testament in Hebrew aul the New Tes- 
tament in Greek before he cau enter. 
After his eight years of Greek he should 
be able to read the New Testament in 
the original, but this does not always 
follow. It often happens that a student 
who goes throngh his Greek lessons well 
enough in colleg finds on going into the 
seminary, where he must actually nse 
the langnage. that he knows very little 
about it. 

“The course in the theological semi- 
nary occupies three years—making 11 
years’ study in all. after leaying the 
grammar school. The studies in the 
theological seminary are theology, 
church history, Old and New Testament 
languages, geography of Palestine, moral 
philosophy and sociology, with lectures 
on sermoniziny and the duties of a min- 
ister and practical examples in preach- 
ing Hebrew is one of the sticking 
points, for itis positively necessary for 
a theological student to read Hebrew al- 
most as readily as he can English. It is 
a grind, a terrible grind, this long strug- 
gle with Greek and Hebrew 

“Itisin the seminary, of course, that 
the student gets his theological) training. 
Still each denomination has its favorite 
college. Theological students frequently 
occupy au unpleasant position through- 
out their collegiate and seminary courses. 
The churches help them when they are 
not able to belp themselves, and they 
too often have the feeling of being in 
part charity students. All of the col- 
leges make a reduction in the tuition of 
candidates for the ministry. 

“After graxlnation from the theological 
seminary the student receives a profes- 
sional certificate from the faculty, and 
be must then pass anexamination before 
the clgssis or presbytery in whose juris- 
dictivm be lives. Having passed this, he 
receives u license to preach. He then 
awaits a call (a most important matter, 
by the way—some clergymen are for- 
ever awaiting a Call), and when he re- 
ceives it he undergoes another examina- 
tior by theclassis or presbytery in whose 
district he is to be placed. He is then 
ordained by the laying on of hands, and 
being installed in bis new pulpit is a 
full fledged clergyman. 

x ‘Do you wonder that a man who has 

n throng th it zil stops to think when 
he rezds of another class leaving the sem- 
inary? The graduates are still boys, al- 
thxzizh they know more of the ways of the 
world then young freshmen. They still 
havo many things to learn, and mean o 
work is only beginning. ”—New York

The Fertilization of Willows. 

Somo singular exceptions are fonnd to 

rules generally deemed absolute, and re- 
markable cues have recently been noted 
in connection with theories recently 
established in regard to the relations 
between flowers and insects. Flowers 
have to be fertilized by pollen before 
they gan be productive. Most flowers 
have stamens or pollen bearing organs 
and pistils, the reproductive organs, in 
the same flower, but these separate or- 
gans maturing at different -times the 
wind orinsects are agents for carrying 
thee fertilizing pollen to other flowers 
than those which bear it. This is known 
as cross fertilization. 
“ Those flowers only which require the 
aid of insects have color or fragrance. 
This is said to be an arrangement for at- 
tracting insects and insuring cross fer- 
tilization by their aid. Bunt the exception 
comes inthe case of willows which are 
in bloora in early spring and often com- 
monly known as “pussy cats.” Though 
in the class fertilized by the wind, they 
have bright golden color and a delight- 
ful fragrance, and the philosophers are 
at a loss to understand what this excep- 
tion means. —Philadélphia Times. 


Moses and His Horns. 

Did Moses have horns?’ Certainly not, 
but if you have ever had the pleasure of 
examining a copy of Michael Angelo’s 
great picture of “The Lawgiver” you 
have wondered why the great painter 
surmounted the patriarchal face, gray 
beard and becoming priestly gown with 
a@pairof horns much resembling those 
of a 2-year-old animal of the bovine 
tribe.

Her Distinguished Husband.

THE GRAVITY OF THE SITUATION, 

Silver is still decHining. Already it is 
down to the point where a Biand dollar 
is intrinsically worth only fifty-two and 
a half cents. India this week discontin- 
ned the coinage of silver, and Mexico is 
seriously considering the question of do- 
ing likewise. Meanwhile, the financial 
situation of the country continues to 


grow worse. 

The question is, how long can this 
country afford to coin dollars that are 
worth only fifty cents ? 

The situation has grown so grave that 
the President will probably callan extra 
session of Congress to meet in July, and 
not in September, as was announced 
some weeks ago. 

There seems no longer to be any rea- 
sonable doubt that the Sherman silver 
law will berepealed when Congress does 
convene. The Maryland delegates to 
Congress area unit in fayor of repeal- 
ing the law. 

The situationis too grave to admit a 
long delay. i 

Inthe meantime the silver men in 
the west have thrown up their hands 
and hecome reconciled to what seems to 
be the ineyitable. 


—The County Commismoners last 
Tuesday fixed the levy for 1893. The 
county levy was fixed at 82} cents on the 
bundred dollars which with the state tax 
of 17} cent makes the tax for 1893, $1,00 
on the hundred dollars. fín these figur- 
es there is nothing startling. 

The Commissioners have used due e- 
conomy in all departments. 

The school Board asked for $10,000. 
$9,000 was levied, $500 more than last 
year. : 

The appropriation to the City of Salis- 
bury was four hundred dollars, one bun- 
dred less than the appropriation of 1892. 
This reduction was made necessary in 
‘order to get the levy within the limit of 
one dollar on the hundred. 

The levy will de published during the 
month when a more intelligible criticism 
may be given. 

All due care however has been exer- 
cised in the line of economy. 


—Gov. John B. Atgeld of Illinois a few 
days ago pardoned Anarchists Fielden, 
Schwab and Neebe. 

Most, the Anarchist propagandist, says 
that the release of Fielden, Schwab and 
Neebe has relieved the Anarchists of 
their last obligation to proceed crutious- 
lyy “Come on now, comrades, from far 
and near,” he exhorts; “agitate with all 
your energy for the progress of Anarchy 
and Communism.” 

The citizens of the Country, and es- 
pecially of Chicago, question the action 
of the illinois governor, and indignant 
protests have been made. 

There are those who say they will 
prove Altgeld is nota citizen and that 
his acts as Governor are illegal. He 
bases his claim to citizenship upon the 
fact that his father was naturalized 
while he was a child,‘ but the question 
is asked, was his father naturalized and 
where? It is also alleged that the Gov- 
ernor isa Socialist, sympathizing with 
the views of the men he pardoned. 

The ‘record of Governor Atgeld has 
been hunted up and is found to bea very 
questionable one. He has been growing 
rich by speculating and hoarding his 
money, and in one instance he recoyer- 
ed $26,000 damages against the city for 
injury to certain property by the build- 
ing of a bridge, when after it was found 
that he did not own the bridge until six 
months after the work had begun. 
Fother litigation followed and through 
collusion with city officials the Gorer- 
nor came out of the deal $60,000 richer.

—The Cleveland administration bas 
made some interesting discoveries in the 
pension investigations which have been 
instituted. For instance, it is found 
that one fellow secured a pension from 
thezovernment under the republicans be- 
cause of his bald head. A Pennsylyania 
hero(?) geta $12 per month for twin 
corns, The present administration ex- 
pects to tread upon them very shortly. 
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BUN Golsg Down. 


There was a further drop of the mar- 
ket price of silver bullion yesterday to 
68 cents an ounce, at which price the 
silver in our silver dollar is worth 52} 
cents. On the 21 of June, when the 
Treasury Department made its last com- 
pulsory purchase of silyer under the 
Sherman act, the price paid was 822 
cents per onnce. “There has been a drop 
since then of 14.2 cents per ounce. Since 
the 2lst thé gorernment’s loas on the 
127,000,000 ounces of silver it has bought 
under the sherman act has been over 
$17,780,000 or $2,500,000 a day. Pig sil- 
ver seems, indeed, to be a bad invest- 
ment. It is not unlikely that the silver 
in the dollar will by the end of another 
week fall to 50 cts. or under, a fact much 
to be regretted, since the government 
has issued 419,294,835 silver dollars since 
1878 and must keép them at par with 
gold by undertaking to secure the holder 
from loss, It can do it, but it is a heavy 
and unnecessary burden upon’the Treas- 
ury. On June 13th Secretary Carlisle 
put the loss of the treasury on the 
124,292,532 ounces of silver bought un- 
der the Sherman act at $10,888,530. Add 
to this the loss on that amount of silver 
and subsequent purchases since Jone 
2lst, and it appears that the govern- 
ment’s lass to dave under the act ig over 
$28,600,000. 

Yet Representative Bland at St. Louis 
and others at Washington still talk about 
keeping up the battle for silver and as- 
sert that the decline ís due to “a conspir- 
acy.” They say that the gold bugs of 
this country and of Europe have conspir- 
ed to “strike down silver.” They sim- 
ply sssert it without producing any evi- 
dence to show that the decline is not 
due to a natural cause—excessive pro- 
duction. But sensible “silver men” see 
that this is merely whistling againat the 
wind. They assent in increased numbers 
to the necessity of letting silver take care 
of itself hereafter.—Balto. Sun.

The Combine for Mutual Protection. 

Dover, DeL., June ‘20, 1893—At a 
meeting of the fruit growers, represent- 
ing the Delaware and Maryland Penin- 
sula, convened in the Court House at 
Dover June 15, for the purpose of mak- 
ing provision for marketing the present 
prospective large crop of peaches em- 
braced in said territory, the following 
resolutions were unanimously adopted : 


Resolved, That a committee of five 
members be apointed by this meeting, 
whose duty shall be to collect and dis- 
seminate such information as they ma 
obtain relative to handling the frait 
crop of the present season; and said com- 
mittev shall be especially charged with 
the doty cf opening and supplying new 
markets and thereby distributing the 
fruit as far and wide as practical. Said 
committee may also appoint a sub-com- 
mittee for each bhipping station when 
deemed advisable, 

Resolved, That said committee, in or- 
der to carry out the purposes of their 
appointment, shall employ a trustworth 
and competent agent to visit all socesal- 
ble points likely to become customers, 
collect information and make all proper 
arrangements for supplying such points 
by inducing beyers to come here 
or to have the fruit shipped to them 
to be sold on commiasion or otherwise. 

Resolved, That every fruit grower on 
the peninsula be earnestly requested to 
contribute one dollar for every thousand 
trees he has in bearing! for the purpose 

Nef carrying out these resolutions. 


Resolved That said committee of man- 

ers should keep an accurate of all 
moneys received-and paa ont in r- 
suance of the first resolution, and if at 
the end of the season there remains any 
unpaid balance it shall be distributed 
pro rata among the contributors. 


The following named gentlemen were 
elected to act as managers under the 
above resolations; „Col; Edward L. Mar- 
tin, Seafurd; Dr Henry Ridgley and John 
Heitshu, Dover; Col. Wilbur H. Burnite, 
Felton; and F. B. F. Caulk, Sassafras, 
Md. 

The board of managers thus constitut- 
ed metin Doyer on the 17th inst., and 
organized by electing Col. E. L. Martin 
chairman, and Dr. Henry Ridgely treas- 
urer. A.N. Brown, of Wyoming, was 
appointed secretary. In accepting the 
duties and responsibilities imposed upon 
them, the committe: vill give their best 
endeavors; but to accomplish the results 
desired, they should and must have 
the co-operation of all persons interest- 
ed. Without this their best efforts 
must prove fruitless. Besides effecting 
a more thorough distribution of our 
peaches than has yet been had, they will 
endeavor to harmonize and unify all ex- 
isting agencies, working as an adjunct to 
them upon lines and methods now in 
“practice, rather than to conflict or be an- 
tagonistic to them. From present in- 
dications the crop of| peaches to be 
marketed will be equal to, if not exceed, 
any previous crop,; Unless there is in- 
telligent and well directed effort, and 
the present crop of peaches thoroughly 
distributed, there will be absolutely no 
profitinthem. Itshall| be the aim of 
the committee to collett reliable data 
and information concerning this indas- 
try, having particular reference to the 
marketing the crop. New markets will 
be opened and equal distribution secured 
as far as poesible. Dealers in peaches 
will be solicited to locate at some point 
upon the peninsula to secure a supply of 
peaches for their market| by purchasiug 
direct from the grower. | Where this is 
not desirable on the part! of any dealer 
alist of reliable and responsible local 
dealers in peaches will be suggested 
through whom purchased may be made. 
To those preferring to cohsign their fruit 
a list of. reliable and Tesponsible com- 
mission houses will be furnished, repre- 
senting the entire peach consuming terri- 
tory reached by Delaware and Maryland 
fruit; and effort will be made to secure 
the most favorable paeeecreos facili- 
ties. 

The benefit accruing to peach grow- 
ers by these arrangements will be con- 
fined so far as possible to such persons 
who are contributors to this effort; but 
as our interests are identical, so should 
efforts be mutual, ‘jn order that bene- 
fits be equal. The amount to be con- 
tributed is small (being bht one tenth of 
a cent per bearing tree) when compared 
with the benefits that must accrue by a 
specific effort above indicated. It is 
hoped, therefore, that a hearty response 
will be given this effort. Honorable 
and reliable gentlemen have been ap- 
pointed at all shipping stations, who will 
canvass their respective |territories, for 
the purpose of securing fund with which 
to enable the committee of managers to 
perform the work placed in their charge.

Safeguards Against Frand Employed at 
City Elections In Florence.

Well nigh 
six centuries ago in the city of Florence 
was organized a system of voting resem- 
bling in its essential principles the ballot 
recently adopted. This is not mere hear: 


say either, for a historian who lived at’ 


that time, Giovanni Villani, has given us 
a full account of it. 

The city of Florence had begun to tire 
of the arrogunce and bribing methods of 
the nobles about the year-1$28, so it de- 
cided to pass laws by which fair elec- 
tions might be held. The city was gov- 
erned by six priors, elected for a term 
of two months. Now, it was decided by 
an assembly that these priors, together 
with two persons sélected from each of 
the six districts of Florence, should come 
together and make a list of all the citi- 
zens more than 30 years of age in Flor- 
ence that were at all worthy of the office 
of prior. 

This list was then presented to 4 coun- 
cilof 97 of the principal officers and 
“wise men” of the city, who voted on 
each name separately. The yotes were 
collected by six "wise and discreet” 
monks. They consisted of white and 
black bezus, and it took 68 black beans 
to elect a candidate. The connting was 
done secretly in a neighboring room by 
the monks, and the result was immedi- 
ately announced to the assembly, who 
proceeded to vote on the next name. 

When the whole list had thus -been 
gone through, all those who were elect- 
ed had their names written together 
on-a large scroll and also each name 
Writteu separately on a little slip. These 
little slips were thrown into a bag. And 
then comes 2 quaint custom. The large 
scroll was kept in the sacristy of the 
convent of the Frati Predicatori. 

The bass, one for each office in the 
government, were putin a strong chest 
that was locked, and the three keys that 
could open it were given, one to Frati 
Conversi di Settimo, one to the capitano 
or general of the Florentine army and 
ode to the sacristan of the Frati Minori.

Memories of 1871: 

On the last week in May each year the 
French socialists are accustomed to cel- 
ebrate the ‘“‘bloody week,” which wit- 
nessed the downfall of the Paris com- 
mune in 1871, the killing of 25,000 of the 
inhabitants and the egiling of 50,000 
others. As early as 1880, under the lead- 
ership of Gambetta and the moderate 
Republicans, a general amnesty was 
voted, with only fiye or’ six exceptions, 
to the participants of tha commune. It 
is significant also that many of the mu- 
nicipal regulations which the commu- 
nists demanded were afterward granted 
by the chamber of deputies. 

“Bloody week” began on Sunday, May 
21, when the Versailles) troops entered 
Paris bpa breach in the fortification 
wall which the national guards had neg- 
lected to defend.. They came in by the 
Bois de Boulogne, and | terrible strect 
fights continned daily until on the fol- 
lowing Sunday, May 28, Marshal Mc- 
Mahon was in full possession of the city 
and declared the commine at an end. 
On May 23 the Versailles troops cap- 
tured the Central Market halls and 
threatened General Berxeret, who was 
stationed at the Tuileries. He was 


| forced to retire, blowing nperd burning 


the Tuileries as he left, bnt t. anaged to 
save the Lonvre, which some of his fol- 
lowers wished also to | destroy. The 
fighting was mostly done by national

The con- 
cierge or hall porter on gala days wears 
a rich, heavy gallooned uniform, shoes 
and siik hose, his big cocked hat worn 
straight across the forehead en bataille, 
and he carries a tall, massive, silver 
headed cane. 

For coachman and footmen the winter 
many capéd .overcoat -has been almost 
entirely superseded hy the huge far tip- 
pets and long fur caffs reaching nearly 
to the elbow: Somo of these have been 
ynown to cost large sums of -money.—

The Future of a Nation’s Prosperity De 
pends In Great Part en the Marriage He 


peace Reto a to a point w. 
aroused opposition on the part of 
who in every great question of the 


everything that the cosrsest of men Can, 
or, on the other hand, be kept completely 
in the background, people are apt to for- 
get what is really the crucial point of 
the wholo question. 

They forget that the position of wom- 
en, and of men, too, for that_matter, 
is inseparably bound tp with fhe rele 
tionships between the sexes known as 
arrest are apt to forget the impor- 
tance of that relationship not only to in- 
dividuals, but to the state; are apt to 
forget that too rigorous a subjection of 
women may bring us near to barbarism, 
too great an emancipation may lead tc 
that corruption which has sooften in 
the world’s history been the outcome of 
a civilization which has not placed due 
testraint on the passions and impulses. 

The prosperity of a country depends 
on the proper maintenance of the rela 


‘tions between husband and wife quite 


as much as on its outer strength, and 
however great and powerful a country 
may seem to be, if these domestic rela- 
tions are unhealthy, if the wife has not 
her place in the social polity, that coun- 
try is rotten to the core, and its complete 
decay and demoralization are inevitable. 
Speaking generally, there are four as- 
pects or ideals of the status of the wife 
—four ways.in which her position is re- 
garded by men. 

There is the method of the barbarian, 
that of the oriental, that of western civ- 
ilization, that of corrupt civilization, 
which last is practically the degraded 
form of the third. The barbarian re- 
gards his wife as a mere slave—a squaw 
to cook his food, carry his burdens, sub- 
mit to his ill usage. The oriental sees in 
his wifea plaything to gratify his pas- 
sions, to be kept in the strictest seclu- 
sion, and to be treated altogether as a 
brainless being; regarded by him, in 
fact, so far as any respect is concerned, 
much as the squaw is regarded by the 
savage, 

From the third point of view the wife's 
position is very different. Truejshe is 
the mother of her husband's. children; 
true, she has duties to perform which 
her husband would disdain; true, her 
husband is the head of the family, and 
she bears his name. But with all this 
she is looked upon as her husband's 
equal, is the sharer of his counsels, his 
intelligent partner and has a right to ex- 
pect from him the fidelity which in the 
case of the savage or the oriental is so 
one sided. 

The credit of placing this view of mar- 
ried life before mankind has been 
claimed by Christian writers for their 
religion. But althongh we must admit 
that Christianity hasdone much toim- 
prove the position of woman, yet the 
high ideal which we have termed that of 
western civilization existed in « very 
strong degree in ancient Greece, still 


more strongly among the Romans and, 


the nations of western Europe, wham 
they conquered and civilized long before 
Christianity was preached, and the noble 
qualities which we admire in those races 
may often be directly traced to the in- 
fluence of wives and mothers. 

But high as is thisideal, history shows 
that there are dangers which threaten 
those societies where it prevails; dan- 
ger the outcome of that very civilization 
which it has done so much to fete, 
Luxury, prosperity, too great liberty, 
want of mutual respect and continaat 
striving after new sensations are too apt 
to destroy that wholesome state of things 
which has been the palladium of every 
great nation, and we too often have ex- 
amples of the fourth ideal, which, though 
springing from the third, is -so distinct 
from it that it deserves to be classed by 
itself. Whereu wifeis no longer con- 
tent with taking her sharein the battle 
of life, no longer content to recognize 
the fact that there are things which it 
better becomes the woman to do than 
the man, and vice veras; when she insists 
on aping and sharing the follies and 
vices of the man, on casting from her 
that modesty and- reserve which are 
woman's greatest charms; when she 
spurns maternity and domestic duties as 
trivial or monotonous, then indeed the 
marriage state must fall into disrepute; 
then the fatherland must surely suffer. 

It was this which led to the unspeak- 
able horrors of imperial Rome; it was 
the unsexed women, their proftigacy only 
equaled by their audacity, who were re- 
sponsible as much as Nerognd Domi- 
tian themselves for the downfall of Ro- 
man civilization. Otho and Silius would 
have been impossible but for Poppoa 
and Messalina. In latter times, too, and 
even in Christian countries, where the 
marriage tie was in theory held so sa- 
cred thatif duly celebrated it could only 
be dissolved by death, we have seen a 
state of things as bad.—Westminster 
Review.

treaty, not like the former, which it was 
clear from the portfolio of Versailles 
must be injurious to the interests of 
France, but on terms of perfect reci- 
procity—viz, that if France took sọ 
many millions of English goods England 
should take as many millions of French 
produce in return. Lord Sidmouth said: 

“This is totally new. Icannot make a 
treaty on these conditions.” 

“Very well. I cannot force you into s 
treaty of commerce any more than you 
zan force me, and we must remain as we 
are—without commercial intercourse.” 

“Then,” said Lord Sidmonth, “there 
will be war, for unless the people of 
England have the advantages of com- 
merce secured to them which they have 
been accustomed to they will force me 
to declare war.” 

“As you please’ It is my duty to 
stndy the just interests of France, and 
I shall not enter into any treaty of com- 
merce on other principles than those I 
haye stated.” 

He stated that although England made 
Malta the pretext, all the world knew 
that was not the real cause of the rup- 
ture—that he was sincere in his desire 
for peace, as 2 proof of which he sent his 
expedition tc San Domingo. When it was 
remarked by Colonel Campbell that Eng- 
land did not think him sincere, from his 
refusing a treaty of commerce and send- 
ing consuls to Ireland with engineers to 
examine the harbors, he laughed and 
said that was not vecessary, for every 
harbor in England and Ireland was well 
known to him. Bertrand remarked that 
every embassador was & spy. 

Napoleon said that the Americans ad- 
mitted the justness of his principles of 
commerce. Formerly they brought over 
gome millions of tobacco and cotton, 
took specie in return and then went 
empty to England, where they furnished 
themselves with British manufactures, 
He refused to admit their tobacco and 
cotton*unless they took from France an 
equivalent in French produce. They 
yielded to his system as being just. He 


added that now England had it all her | 


own way, that there was no power which 
could successfully oppose ber system, and 
that she might now impose on France 
any treaty she pleased. 

“The Bourbons, poor devils [here he 
checked himself], are great lords, who are 
contented with having back their estates 
and castles, but if the French people be- 
come dissatisfied with that [the treaty] 
and find that there is not the encourage- 
ment for their manufactures in the in- 
terior of the country that there shonld 
be, they [the Bourbons] will be driven 
out fh six months. Marseilles, Nantes, 
Bordeaux and the coast are not troubled 
by that, for they always have the same 
commerce, but in the interior itis an- 
other thing. I well know what the feel- 
ing is for me at Terrare, Lyons and those 
places which have manufactures, and 
which I have encouraged.” — Thomas 
Ussher, R. N., in Century: 


They Burned tt the Vampire,

nly brings up visions of noxious South 
American swamps. whose banks teem 
with venomous creatures, legless and 
otherwise, nightly visited by myriads of 
large, leathery winged bats, which are 
reputed to have an insatiable taste for 
human blood. To the ancientsat meant 
something far different. ‘There was a 
time when sll Europe believed the vam- 
pire to be a blood sucking ghost of a de- 
nct human being. The most celebrat- 
ed of these blood chilling vampire stories 
is that of Arnold Paul. During dife he 


shad resided near Madnerga, Hungary. 


‘Within 80 daysafter his burial four per- 
sons near the place of interment had 
died, each with the marks of a vampire 
(small blnish incisions in the throat).

in Jesus’ name!" whereupon the appari- 
tion instantly vanished. 

When this story was told, the town 
prefects held a meeting and determined 
to open Paul's grave.

There was blood on the lips 
of the corpse, also upon his hands. The 
embassador of Louis XV, who was pres- 
ent at the disinterment, declared the 
proof positive, and Arnold Paul's re- 
mains were hoisted to the surface, burned 
to ashes, and the ashes scattered to the 
four winds. It is needless to add that 
Paul's vampire ceased to vex the good 
people of Madnerga.—St. Louis Repub- 
ic.

Gacvernitz tells us, notwithstanding that 
the continents! manufacturers rnn their 
loons from 20 to 30 per cent slow: r than 
ours are worked, in Mulhouse and in 
Switzerland each weaver can only tend 
three, and in Germany you will seldom 
see a weayer able to tend more than tivo 
looms. The effect of the superiority o! 
the English operatives upon the cost of 
production is shown by ihe fact that, al- 
thongh the rate of remuneration vf our 
English weavers is about 100 per cent 
higher thau-that received by the Swiss 
and German “hands,” yet we are able to 
turn out cotton cloth at a labor cost dis- 
tinctly lower than that which obtains iu 
Switzerland aud Germany.—Loudon Let-

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‘What It Cost te Be a Prince. 


There have been times when a court 
was splendid and nearly starving, and 
kings were magnificent who could have 
understood the position and felt the 
pride of the Master of Ravenswood, but 
all that bas passed away, probably for- 
ever. The prince of today who is to be 
magnificent at all, who is to be free in 
his movements, to take trains when he 
likes, to entertain like any other digni- 
tary, to show good horses and many of 
them, to keep servants sufficient to se- 
cure that guests accustomed to luxury be 
not neglected, to travel when he pleases, 
to patronize ar$,to encourage charity, 
and to live when necessary among equal 
princes, as becomes the nation he repre- 
sents, must pay away money at every 
turn and always be ready with more. 

Everything costs—from the special 
train which secures punctuality and'free- 
dom from pressure to the rooms which 
loyal or hospitable crowding render ex- 
ceptionably dear. Itisall very well to 
speak of good management—and of 
course there is such a thing, and it is 
worth per cent, of additional income— 
but no extent of good management will 
reduce the cost of any kind of magnifi- 
cence or do away with the feeling of the 
innkeeper who charged a royal guest a 
franc apiece for eggs, not because eggs 
Were scarce, but because kings were. 

We have heard of charges paid by an 
Indian Viceroy at a Paris hotel which 
would make Mr. Vanderbilt wince, and 
there is not an uneducated man in any 
land, who, if a prince disputes his charg- 
es, does not become thenceforth a re- 
publican. Nor within limits is this feel- 
ing altogether unreasonable, for the de- 
mands of princes, which are usually 
only demands for freedom, upset the us- 
ual routine, just as the Queen’s train 
though her Majesty asks only a little 
extra security and some privacy, upsets 
the routine traffic on the great railway 
by which she travels.

A Promivent Wicomicoan Dire at Bis 
Home'in Baltimorm == ` 
Mr. Isaac D. Jones, a tative of this 
tonnty, died Ist Wetinesday at his 
home ib Baltimore.. The Balto. Sun of 
Thursday writes of him as follows: - 
Mr. Isaac D. Jones, ex-Congreseman, 
ex-attorney general of Maryland, died 
yesterday morning at bis home, corner 
of Hoffman and Bolton streets, after a 
long illness. Mr. Jones, who was one of 
the most prominent men in the State, 
Was a gentleman of the old sehool, court- 
ly in manner and always considerate of 
others. He was respected by every- 
body {and highly esteemed by those who 
knew him intimately. 
Mr. Jones was born on the'family home- 
stead “Welisquin,” Somerset county, 
now Wicomico, November 1, 1806. His 
mother was from a family of French 
Huguenots,wbich went to Holland, sub- 
sequently te England’ and- afterward 
came to America. Mr. Jones was educat- 
ed at Washington Academy, in Somer- 
set connty. The trustees of the acade- 
my tendered him a position as assistant 
tutor before his studies were completed, 
which was accepted. Whileteaching he 
began the study of law, in 1882, On 
July 4th, 1832, he delivered the first an- 


.| nual address before the Somerset county 


Colonization Societies on African Colon- 
ization. 

In October 1832, Mr. Jones was elect- 
ed adelegateto the General Assembly. 
He was also elected to the Legislature in 
1835, 1840 and 1866 and took an active 
part in the deliberations of that body. 

At a special election in May, 1841, be 
was chosen as a representative in Con- 
gress from the first Maryland distaict. 
He served in Congress in 1841, 1842 and 
1843. Among the celebrated Congress- 
men and statesmen of that period were 
John C. Calhoun, John Quincy Adame, 
Millard Fillmore, James Buchanan, 
Henry Clay and Daniel Webster. Mr. 
Jones was also acquainted with Presi- 
dents Tyler and Wm. Henry Harrison. 
He took an active partin the State con- 
stutional conventions of 1864 and 1867. 
In November 1867, he was elected attor- 
ney-general of the State. During his 
term he rendered valuable aid to the 
State by his diligent attention to many 
important cases, including that concern- 
ing the boundary line betweenMaryland 
and Virginia. 

Mr. Jones was elected in 1878 by the 
Board of Trade as the judge of the court 
of arbitration of Baltimore city. He was 
also one of the oldest members of the 
Maryland Historical Society. From boy- 
hood he was an active member of the 
Presbyterian Church and was an elder 
in the charch from April, 1853. He was 
a proficient student of the Latin and 
Greek Languages, gifted with a retentive 
memory, and was frequently referred to 
as an authority on matiers of legal, po- 
litical and historical interest. He was 
characterized by a generous kindness 
to his friends and relatives. When he 
resided in Somerset county, Mr. Jones 
supported a private school for many 
years, where many persons received a 
gratnitons education. 

He had been a vice-president of the 
Maryland Bible Society since 1852, and 
had also been one of its managera, a life 
member and a life director. He was a 
director of the Maryland School for the 
Deafand Dumb and of the Maryland 
School for the Blind, and was chairman 
of the joint committee organized by 
autbority of the Legislature in 1872 to 
supervise the Maryland school for the 
education of colored blind and deaf mute 
children. Mr. Jones was aleo vice-presi- 
dent of the Sabbath Association of Mary- 
land.

A Great Salt Lako In Siberia. 

The great salt lake at Obdorsk is 9 
miles wide and 17 miles long, yet except 
in a few places itis solidly roofed over 
with a deposit of salt |which is getting 
thicker and thicker every year. 

Onur gnie, who is an old man, said 
that he could remember when the salt 
crystals first began to |gather upon the 
surface of the water.| Year by year, 
owing to the evaporation of the water, 
the crystals became more numerous and 
then caked together till this great roof 
formed. 

In 1878 the water, beneath this salt 
erystal roof found an underground out- 
let into the River Obi. |This lowered the 
lake’s surface about three feet, leaving 
that distance between the water and the 
roof. 

Looking down throngh one of the 
openings made for the purpose in the 
roof, we saw a low sided small boat. 
Our guide put us one at atime into the 
boat. We lay flat on our back and 
looked up at the curionsly beautiful salt 
ceiling overhéad. We propelled the boat 
by pushing with our hands against the 
irregularities of the roof. 

The guide held a long rope attached to 
the boat to prevent our going too farand 
getting lost—a thing he|said it was easy 
to do. z | 

Many springs surrdund this lake. 
Their water flows ovér the roof and 
evaporates here, and thus continnally 
adds to its thickness. After many years 
the springs will probably become choked 
with their own deposits, and then the 
whole will gradually [become covered 
with earth, and so a great salt mine will 
be formed—a treasure for the Siberians 
hundreds of years to come.—Cor. Geo- 
graphical Magazine.

POPULAR ELECTIONS. 


THE STEADY GROWTH CF INTEREST 
IN STATE ELECTIONS. 


Lessons That May Be Drawn From the New 
York State and National Ele-tions—The 
Percentage of Voters to the opalation 
Greater In the Country. 


A compariron of the election returns 
-àl the end of the last century. about the 
time of the adoption of the constitution 
of the United States, with the returns 
for the last presidential clection, shows 
how widely the suffrage has extended in 
the United States. In Massachusetts. 
between 1778 and 1794. the proportion of 
votes cast to the population varici from 
2to5 per cent. In several connties of 
the state of New York there were cast at 
the election of 1892 almost one-third as 
many votes as there wero inhabitants. 

It is tha habit of many people to take 
it for granted that the earlier institu- 
tions of the United States were more 
democratic thau the present ones, and 
that the tendency of these tins i: to 
put the political power in the Linds of a 
few men and to take it away from the 
multitude. No snch theory i3 borne ont 
by the election returns. Atone of tie 
most hotly contestes! clections in Virgin: 
ia, when Chief Jnstice Marshall's father 
was a candidate for membership iu the 
honse of burgesses, or what wonld vor- 
respond to asseinblyman here, thers was 
only one vote cast to every 10 iatiabi 
ants. a ratio smaller thn that cast iu 
any county in this stote fora grest many 
years, There was a properiy qualific.- 
tion for electors in this contest, nnd it 
was frequently the case that the voting 
instead of being by secret ballot. wie 
viva voce. There were so few electors 
that they wonld all come together on 
election day, an‘ their names would L 
called, every man naming his choice. 

With all the talk abont the large vote 
of the city of New York and the power 
of its majorities to settle the result in the 
state, it is somewhat contradictory that 
the election figures shoukl-show that 
New York has the smallest ratio of voters 
to inhabitaats—less than half as large as 
the ratio in many of the rural counties. 
Brooklyn comes next and Buffalo third. 

Thronghont the state it is geu:@.1 that 
the Democratic counties cast ferrer votes 
to the nnmber of their inhabitants than 
the Republican counties. In New York 
the number of inhabitants to each voter 
is 6.89, in Kings 5.95 and in Eric 5.06, 
while in Cortlandt and Otsego the ratio 
is 3.11 to 1: 3,16 in Yates, 3.55 in Gene- 
see, 3.33 in’ Delaware, 335, in Aliegary, 
3.26 in Madison, 3.37 in Ontario. 3.22 in 
St. Lawrence, This shows a ratio twice 
as large in New York and almost twice 
as large in Brooklyn and Bu‘Talo-as iu 
the rural counties. 

There żre iwo main reasons to neconnt 
for this. Oro is the difference in the 
election laws in the cities and in the 
counties, and the other is the difference 
in the character of the population. It 
cannot be a difference in politics, for 
Schoharie, one of the few rnral Demo- 
cratic counties, shows a ratio of 5.13, and 
Greene, another Democratic county. has 
a ratio of 3.36. The percentage of voters 
is lower in the cities than in the rnral 
districts. The two counties of Schenec- 
tady and Schohurie are Democratic and 
contiznons. Schoharie is a purely agri- 
cultural county, while a great part of 
the popnlation.of Schenectady county is 
in Schrnectady, which is a flourishing 
little city. Schenectady has 6,000 more 
population than Schoharie, but it casts 
several hundred fewer votes, nnd there is 
a difference of third in their ratios. 

One reasou for the hizh ratios in New 
York, Brooklyn gud Buffalo is the large 
number of alicns in these cities, The 
aliens conut in the population, but they 
lo not count iu tue number of voters. 
According tu the statecensus New York's 
population is one-fourth alien, and the 
ratio in Buffalo is almost as high. 

Another thins is the difference in elec- 
tion Liws. In the cities a man has to go 
to the pollin place twice to vote—once 
to register and once to cast his ballot. In 
the conutry he has to go only once and 
that time to vote. His name may be put 
on the registration list by his friends. 

A comparison of these returns with the 
election returns uf the time of the Revo- 
Intionary war and the adoption of the 
constitution shows that political inter- 
est is increasiag every year. and that the 
percentage of those who participate in 
électious is also increasing. In Mass- 
chnsetts toward the close of the Lust cen- 
tury. when discussions respecting the 
federal cons,itution were going on and 
wher there had beci an actual rebelliou 
in one part of the state, not over 6 per 
cont of the population voted, althongh 
the censusof those days shows that about 
three times that percentage of men were 
entided to vote. In New York Mate at 
the List election the census and registra- 
tious lists were almost identical in many 
slistricts. aul there were some districts 
where there were more votes cast than 
the census showed of residents in the dir- 
trict in the spring when the census was 
taken 

It may be that to the rich men and 
men engrossed in the mauagement of 
largë business affairs politics and politi- 
cal matters are not relatively so hupor- 
tant as they were when the United States 
began. but a comparison of the election 
returns shows that aside from the widen- 
ing of the franchise the proportion of 
those who vote is greater in this state 
thanever before.—New York Sun.

éasily and uoiselessly as any one could 
desire. There is always a little oil col- 
lected in the corners on the ontside of 
one’s nostrils, and those who know it 
can “oil up” squeaky shears without 
trouble or without fear of making the 
scissors greasy.

was Peter the Great, who did al] he 
could to help his country. But how 
could a nation progress with rulers who 
gained the title of Terrible, Impostor, 
Prond, Lightfoot, Grim.

The Science of Nose Study. 

Not the least churm of the science of 
“nasology” is the chance which it oFers 
to the historian of testing the characters 
of eminent men by its rigid and unbend- 
ing standard. 

The historical value of gems and en- 
gravings cannot fail to be enhanced by 
their bearing on this most interesting 
subject, and the moral value of axioms 
and actions whose spring has long been 
doubtful may be solved by reference to 
the nasal developments of their authors.

The nose is 
the reflex of character, and ‘the ‘‘naso- 
logical” political economist will brush 
aside apologies and estimate the bias of 
the father of the science not by the ne- 
cessities of a theory, but by the hard 
facts of his Semitic profile—London 
Spectator. 


Modern Education of Children. 

To bring the child into contact with 
facts, to guide him in classifying and la- 
beling these facts for himself, becomes 
the teacher's first and chief duty, in 
obedience to the sound principle that de- 


exercise only. From this point of view 
education is conceived of as.a natural 
process extending from the cradle to the 
grave, with nature as the chief teacher 
and the mother as the first assistant, 
whose work is carried on by the schools 
and the experiences of life. 

In this natural process of education, 
ideas come before. expressions, whether 
the idea be the child's first conception of 
color and form or the profoundest ab- 
straction of a philosopher, and its prin- 
ciples are therefore applicable to educa- 
tion in ali grades from the kindergarten 
to the university.—Professor William M.

We 
should hold ourselves ever ready to grant 
it, but let them first discover its benefits, 
If such a policy is maintained for twa 
generations more, the problem will be 
solved—the remnant of the Indians will 
be saved and absorbed in modern en- 
lightenment.—Major J. W. Powell in 
Forum.

The cost of the Nicaragua canal has 
been variously estimated. The latest I 
have scen, and I believe it to be the high- 
est, is $87,000,000. The company engaged

interest till the canal is in operation and 
to provide for contingencies that may 
arise.

There are differences cf views as to 
how the canal shall be constructed and 
controlled when in operation. As it will 
prove most adyantazeous to our own 
commerce, end 2s under public control 
excessive profits will not be made on the 
money invested, there is a prevailing 
sentiment thet th* government should 
build it and wenucee it efter it is built; 
that it should be {rc to American ship- 
ping, and a tax iniswsed on foreign pa» 
trons only to an extent that is necessary 
to pay the cxpense of management and 
repair and a reasonable income on the 
cost of construction.—Richard H. Mc-

Epitor:—If you will grant us suf- 
ficient space, we will once mors most re- 
spectfally call the attention of the school 
board to the antiquated, weather-beat- 
en and dilapidated condition of the 
school honse here af Allen. | This old 
coop, called school-honee, in which our 
neighbor, Capt. Thos. Goslee, would not 
roost his chickens, bas long been a 
standing reproach to the yillagé, and it 
is time that something was do It is 
too small, lacks proper ventilation, de- 
ficient in seating’ capacity, and is alto- 
gether unfit for the pur 80 say 
age about its general bad condition. 

The village has long since outgrown it 
in eyery sense, and the need of a larger 
school-house must -haye been apparent 
to the most casual observer. l need 
a graded school, and enlarged education- 
al facilities. No teacher, no matter what 
his or her system or qualifications, can 
possibly do justice to the number of 
children that attend this school, 

Large school houses, and a plenty of 
them, or capacious and imposing peni- 
tentiaries, which shall it be? Which is 
the more credit to a state? We have vis- 
ited this old rookery here, called school 
house, a patron, citizen and physician, 
and we are prepared to suslain our 
charges. | 

In a little while we shall bear tbat it is 
too late to begin work, hence the impor- 
tance of attending to the matter now, 
What are you going to do, parents and 
patrons? Remain Indifferent land in- 
active now, and later on, blow off your 
superfluous energy at a sorely tried, 
overtaxed teacher? We pity the teach- 
er. 

In conclusion we want to say to par- 
ents, that the water that stands in a 
crowded and partly ventilated school- 
house, in an open bucket for a few min- 
utes becomes contaminated and unfit | 
to drink, and the longer it stands the 
worse it gets. Teach your children this 
and if your teacher ia indifferent and ig- 
nores the matter, teacb him or her too. 
Teach your children that itis better to 
refrain from drinking, though thirsty, 
than to pour such water into their stom- 
achs. 

The teacher whose rigid discipline ren- 
ders it necessary for a child to drink 
such water, is much more deserving of 
censure than one who is a little indul- 
gent in the matter of book lessons. 

The habit of passing the water cup | 
from lip to lip, as is done in the public | 
schools, is another very objectionable 
practice,and the means of spreading much | 
misery and wretchedness. This is a mat- 
ter of grave importance, and should re- 
ceive some attention. 
welfare of the child should receive at- 
tention as will as the mental, 

Godliness, as we understand the rela- 
tion of man to the universal, stands 
first in importance. In the Latin phrase, 
mens sana in corpore sano, you will find 
that which stands pre-eminently second 
in importance, if I may thus express it.

A HIGH COURT OF LAST RESORT TO 
DETERMINE DISPUTES. 


How Intcrnu:tional Difcrences Might Be 
Adjusted If the Rulers Did Not Prefer 
Grim and Destructive War to Peace. 
Arbitration In Big Affairs, H 


There is a great deal of carelessness in 
certain popular demands for referring 
questions between nations to arbitration. 
Weall know what arbitration is in busi- 
ness. Itis a very convenient way of ad- 
justing certain questions which arise be- 
tween two friends, each of whom wants 
to do what is right, but who take differ- 
ent points of view of the same subject. 
Each of them “chooses a man,” as the 
old New England phrase has it. These 
two “men” choose a third man. All 
parties meet together and talk over the 
matter, and the court thus made decides. 

But for practical purposes we do not 
compel every person who has a question 
arising with another person to create a 
court which is to try thet question. Ifa 
policeman catches a mckpocket in the 
street, he does not appoint one person to 
try the pickpock:tand ask the pickpocket 
to appoint auother, while these two shall 
appoint a third. If Mr. Cheeryble in 
London is not satisfied with the acconnt 
which Mr. Goodchild in Kansas City 


| sends him, if Mr. Goodchild cannot make 


Mr. Cheeryble understand that accom 
they do not appoint a- court which shall 
determine kow much is due and how 
much is not due. There is a conrt cx- 
isting to which that question can Le re- 
ferred and there are processes perfectly 
uncerstood by which that court can de- 
cide it. 

This is a fair enough illustration of E the ` 
necessity which now exists that the g 
nations ofthe world shail have a porma- 
nent. tribunal, before which shall be 
brought the important qnestions which 
must arise in the affairs of nations with 
each other. It is tobe a permanent tri- 
bunal. There is not to be one tribuyal 
about seals and another tribunal about 
boundaries and another about extradi- 
tion. There is to be a tribunal which 
shall gradually gain the confidence of 
the whole world, and which shall decide 
these questions which have been left 
hitherto to a vague public opinion and to 
what is called the arbitration of war. 
Clcarly we are approaching nearer and 
nearer the creation of such a tribunal.

AT A CABLE STATION, 


ISOLATED CPERATORS LIVE IN A 
WORLD ALL THEIR OWN. 


Picteresqne Scenes at the American Ter- 
minns of the Great Transatlantic Cables, 
Thirty Men Livea Peculiar Kind of Ex- 
Istence by Themscivcs. 


Toan ontsider the words “life at a 
cable station” convey a vague sort of 
meanin:, snchastheterm “life on board 
ship” wonld imply to one who had nev: 
er been to sea. The very peculiarity of 
cable life attaches to it something of a 
special interest. It will be my endeavor 
here to portray as faras possible what 
life is at one of the busiest and most im- 
portant cable stations in the world, land- 
ing two ocean cables from Waterville, 
Ireland, two from New York city, one 
of which is operated direst from Wall 
street; also a cable to St. Pierre, Migne- 
lon, and working a direct land system 
in connection with and over the Cana 
dian Pacific railway. 

It is a well known fact that cable sla 
tions, as a rule, are placed upon the most 
outlandish spots imaginable, in thus 
Wise throwing the operators out of touch 
with society and the world at largé. 

Just picture to yourself a moment a 
small cape running out into the Atlantic 
on the most northeasterly point of the 
American continent. _ A little to the 
soutii and situated somewhat on a hill 
you will see what appears to be 4 small 
village circling into the shape of a horse- 
shoe. ‘The background is thickly clothed 
with small jir trees, and immediately at 
the foot of the hill isa large lake with 
miniature islands clothed in rich green 
foliage. 

Beyond the lake and as far as the eye 
can reach is one vast expanse of water di- 
viding the eastern and western conti- 
nents of Europe and America. At once 
you are brought to the ‘‘Canso station” 
of the Commercial Cable company. 

To the southeast of the lake the broad 
Atlantic rolls along in heavy monotoné; 
while far away on the horizon a dark 
line of smok- flonts leisurely in the wake 
of a passing steamer. The station itself 
has a picturesque appearance in thé 
glistening sanlight, the handsonie bfficd 
with its bold frontage standing like 4 
sentinel at the western gateway. There 
are the finely laid out tennis courts, the 
broad crescent of substantial villas, with 
their small patches of greensward and 
flower bods in front, and the neat little 
elubhonse with its small piazza, where 
the men enjoy their pipes of an evening 
and Watch the fleet of fishing boats of 
ocean travelers passing round the cape. 

At the c2stern entrance are the bache- 
lors’ quarters—a large 2-story building, 
accommodating nearly 30 men. Two and 
z half miles away is the fishing town of 
Canso, with its 2,000 inhabitants.

If twenty or more nembers find 
it expedient to purchase some new book 
or serier of books issued between ballot- 
ing meetings—snch, for instance, ds 
Stanley's latest record of his travels or 
a new volnme of a popular encyclope- 
int the secretaty lunst get it for them 
when they present n request in writing. 
But the members keep themselves so 
well posted that beoks of this kind are 
nsually votel for in advance. 

All the money subscribed is not deve 
ed to buying neit bonka and magazines. 
In eyery society there nre a few mem- 
bers who prefer tv read and even reread 
Dickens Thackeray. Scott and numer- 
ons other standard writers. The wants 
of these people must be and are provided 
for to a reasonable extent. - Each mem- 
ber may draw three books at one time, 
bot it is not allowed to keepany book for 
wore than 14 days If it isa book which 
isu demand. the time is limited to one 
week 

Every two years the books belonging 
to the society are assorted by the secre- 
tary inte lota of eqnal valne and are 

“drawn by the different members in 4 
lottery Every member present has the 
right to draw one number. In this way 
the “cupboard” of the society is kept free 
from “dead wool” and the individual 
nienibers ure able to build up a solid 
little library at home, Every member 
eventually gets his money ín books. 

As to the cost of rnnning a society ef 
this kind. perhaps the best criterion 
would be the Rochester society. Each 
member pays a shilling at initiation and 
sixpençe n week dues. If he gets behind 
in his «nex, he is fined threepence for each 
werk. If he neglects it for more than a 
month, his name is dropped. This has 
rarely happened in the Rochester soci- 
ety. althongl: the rules are rigidly in- 
forced. The :noney collected in this way 
has been fond ample to run the society 
and kecp the members abreast of new 
literature. 

The weekly meetings are largely de 
voted to discnssion. Two or three of the 
uewest bouks are usnally taken up. The 
talk is mostly conversational, though the 
seiwetary is -upposed to exercise some 
control of the wnceting and keep the 
inembers from all talking at once.—New 
York Times

“it will immediately cocl it, the water 
refusing to boil again until the bone has 
been removed, To find this bone, ex- 
pose the dead toad on an ant hill. When 
the ants have éaten her all ‘away except 
the bones, take each bone separately and 
drop it into boiling water. Thus may the 
wondtous toatl bone be. discovered.”

The Well of Frozen Air. 

Near Darton, Or., there is a well lo- 
cally known as the “well of frozen air.” 
In drilling it a stratum of frozen clay 
and ::ravel was encountered at a depth of 
55 feet.

Brandy Distilleries. 


Here are tome points issued by com- 
missioner of internal revenne which will 
be of interest to the distilleries in Mary- 
land and Delaware. 

In order to secure a close supervision 
of the operation of fruit distilleries dur- 
ing the approaching season collectors are 
instructed to give» rompt attention to all 
notices and bonds, that distilleries may 
suffer no delay in beginning work, nor 
have pretext for commencing work be- 
fure they are notified of the approval of 
their papers. 

The holiers and bonds should be care- 
folly serutinized to see that they are 
prepared and exernted in strict compli- 
ance with the regulations. The former 
must contain a particular description of 
the room or building on the distillery 
premises to be nse as a designated place 
of the deposit of the branidly produce. 

In the bondes the location of the dis- 
tillery must be correctly and accurately 
giren. Ifthe distillery is located in a 
village, town or city the blank should be 
filled out as printed, but ifotherwise the 
distillery should be described sa neur the 
nearest village, town or city or postoffice 

Distillers should be notified-that they 
will be expected to pay the tax on or to 
warehonse the product of each month 
and that all singlings must be doubled 
and ready to ganging by or before the 
end of the month; otherwise sinylings 
will be liable to be taxed as brandy. 

To effect a frequent visitation of distil- 
leries you will, when necessary, lay off 
yonr districts into suitable divisions and 
arrange for a force of competitive officers 
sofficient to thoroughly effect the par- 
pose of maiutaining toch a supervision 
of these distillerirs as shall aflord the 
distiller every facility for compliance 
with the law and shall limit the oppor- 
tunities for its evasion. The visits should 
be from tw» to four in number in each 
month during the period of active opera- 
tions, each successive visit is to be made 
so far as practicable, by a different offi- 
cer, and not lees than two of the visits 
tea be made by-a gauger, who shall gauge 
all nngangeil brandy. found in the distil- 
lery aud in season to facilitate the die 
tiller’s monthly report.

They are El Dorado, Fres- 
no, Inyo, Mendocino, Mono, Sacramento, 
San Benito, San Bernardino, San Diego, 
San Francisco, San ‘is Obispo, San 
Mateo, Solano and Y..». It ix to be ob- 
served that only a portion of these are 
named from mascnline saints in the 
Spanish calendar, Fresno, Inyo, Mono, 
Solano and others being presumably In- 
dian names, thongh the termination may 
have been put on by the early Spanish 
settlers. When we come to towns in 
California whose names end in o, their 
name is legion. Thereare, among others, 
Acampo, Alamo, Bernardo, Blanco, Cah- 
to, Capistrano, Decoto, Echo, EP’Casco, 
Fruto, Igo, Jacinto, Largo, Llano, Milo, 
Moreno, Navarro, Nicasio, Ono, Paler- 
mo, Philo, Rialto, Sausalito, Tropico, 
Venado and Volcano. 

In the compilation of this imperfect 
catalogue the towns and cities named for 
saints have been omitted, as the list 
would be entirely too long, ranning from 
San Antonio through most of the letters 
of the alphabet to San Ysidro. There is 
saul to be x reason for all things, and it 
is not unlikely that the names given by 
the early and pions Spanish settlers to 
their settlements may have sounded 
pleasant to the gringos who came after 
them and have influenced them, perhaps 
unconsciously, to confer upon their own 
Mining camps and villages and towns 
names ending with the letter. o.—San

How Lead Pencils Are Made. 

Few people are aware of the difficul- 
ties that were surmounted in the manu- 
facture of the common lead pencil. In 
the first place the graphite of which it 
is made is rarely found sufficiently ho- 
mogenons to allow pencil lead to be cut 
from it, soit is always ground to pow- 
der and'then pressed into blocks. The 
great difficulty was to press the blocks 
until the graphite was hard enough to 
use, and for many years every effort in 
this direction was defeated by the crum- 
bly nature of the material. ‘Finally a 
device was employed that exhausted the 
air, after which the blocks were again 
pressed, and when this was done the ma- 
terial was found to be as hard as when 
taken from the quarry. But thousands 
npon thousands of dollars were spent in 
experiments before the result was reach- 
ed.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

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APPLYING KEROSENE FOR INSECTS. 


Professor Goffs Method ag Described In a 
Report From an Experiinent Station. 
Kerosene cumlsion, when properly made 
rnd applied, has proved)s valuable it» 
recticide for a class of insécts not readily 
ttestroyed by other means. The making 


of the emulsion is, however, accomplish» 


ed with more or less difficulty. © Profess- 
or Goff, in the hope of fiscovering a 
method by which the kerdsene and wa- 
ter could be so intimately commingled 
during the spraying p as to do 
away with the necessity of preparing the 
emulsion separately, began experiments 
in this line which were continued through 
several seasons until satisfactory resulta 
were gained. | : 

The method is very simple and con- 
sists in so constructing thé. lower valve 
seat of a pump that it allows the entrance 
of water through one opening and kero- 
sene through another, two liquids 
becoming mixed in posing tirongb the 
valyes and cylinder of the pump and 
finally broken up into exceedingly

The pump used by Professor Goff was 
the “Little Climax,” but other spraying

Farmers in posses- 
sion of spraying pumps will appreciate 
this attachment, which is not patented, 
that secures a thorongh and rapid mix- 
ture of. kerosene and water during the 
spraying process. Bisulphide of carbon 
sprayed with water through this attach- 
ment makes n mixture that is sufficient- 
ly permanent for practical purposes. 


Experiments With Tomatoes, 

Experiments in tomato growing con- 
ducted at the New York Cornell station 
have been reported upon. The/nature of 
the experiments and their main results 
may be briefly indicated as follows: (1)

season gave better results than divided

results of compurisons of seedlings and 
cuttings were conflicting; (9) there was 
no gain from using seeds from early 
fruits: (10) seeds froma mature fruit gave 
earlier and better yields than those from 
an immature fruit; (11) “leggy” planta 
when layered at planting gave relatively 
large yields: (12) shearing off the tops of 
plants did not materially affect the yield; 
(18) hilling did not give favorable results: 
(14) the results from trimming during 
three years were intlecisive; (15) single 
stem training increased yield and earli- 
ness; (16) frnit rot apparently was not in- 
fuerced by inethod of culture orjvariety; 
17) so.ithern blight has appeared in New 
Yerk: (18) of the new varieties tested in 
1802 none proved better than some older 
varieties. 


A Nouswarming Device. 

An important paper to beekeepers is 
furnished by Mr. Frank Benton |on the 
Langdon nouswarming device for bees, 
which is de«:ribed, illustrated and pre- 
sented for the first time to the phblic in 
the May issuc of Insect Life, the period- 
ical publication of the division) of en- 
tomolozy. United States department of 
agriculture. Beekeepers have for many 
years endeavored to prevent or at least 
control natural swarming, but without 
success. The benefits to be derived by 
the suppression of swarming are mani- 
fold, and a system has at last been de- 
vised to meet this want. The apparatus 
if fully explained and also the system, 
which owes its effectiveness "to 4 non- 
swarming attachment for beehives, by ' 
the use of which the desire to swarm is 
removed. It ix even thought possible 
that by its constant use a nonswarming 
strain of bees will in time be evolyed—a 
result that has long been desirable. 
Other import::nt advantages are claimed 
for the system. 


Sit Down and Sow. 
Broadcast sowing of oats and other 
small grains. says a farmer in (Rural 
New Yorker. may be done much quick- 
er and equally well by using a steady 
horse and a low. light wagon. Place in 
front of the seat a tub or box that will 
hold one or two bushels of grain; and 
drive with one hand while sowing with 
the other. Yon can save all of ‘the time 
spent in pacing off and setting stakes to 
sow by if you will drive crosswise of 
the last harrowing, no matter how 
the piece of ground, for you can y 
see the wheel marks and keep the proper 
djstance from the tracks your wheels 
miade the last time across, Many a 
farmer who cannot walk and carry 
grain to sow, but knows well bow te 
sow, had better. adopt this plan 


vantages that carmot be ignored if the 
best results arc to be secured. The ob- 
jections to pasturing are that stock in» 
variably eat where the rae is weakest, 
leaving the rankest asa last re 
sort, The conseqtience fs an uneven 
crop, besides irregular fertilization of 
the soil. 

The mower is far superior to pastur- 
ing if we aim at s clean field and fine, 
even stand of clover end the crop when 
well cured into hay. The principal ad- 
vantages of this ‘method are: We will 
have a clean and even field for hay the 
followitig season, bit the most impor- 
tant is the gradtial eradication of bittet 
weed, the worst weed pest on the farm. 
Travel over your broad country during 
the month of September and find if you 
can a ripened stibbdié field with young 
clover which is not overgrown with bit- 
ter weed. Why shoni) this intruder at 
every rotation of crops stand in ite full 
vigor, robbing thé young clover of so 
much fertility. which the latter should 
have. Pasturing does not destroy it, for 
the stock will not eat it except us a last 
resort, and when cows eat it the result 
is bitter milk. ° 

Now, brother farmer, why foster this 
intruder at the expense of your better 
friend (clover) when it may be barred 
out? asks a Rural New Yorker corre- 
spondent who no longer fears its en- 
croachment. He says: Have you ever 
thought of why or how it is always on 
hand at a regular period? Of course the 
weed, as othcr weeds; is Always on hand 
in our torn and potato fields, but not in 
such quantity as in wheat stubbles. The 
reason is that we have been growing a 
full crop of well ripened seed on every 
wheat stubble field sown with clover. 

Instead of pasturing, mow your yotin 
clover, \. heat, stubble, bitter weed 
all abont the last of August or first of 
September, or just before the seed of the 
weed is ripe enough to germinate. cure 
the whole as hay, utilize it by throwing 
it in front of the stock in the stable, let 
them pick out the clover and use the 
stubble for bedding. If a good growth, it 
will be worth tons of hay. In addition, 
you have not sown a crop of weeds for 
next season, bnt do not think you have 
done with it until you cease growing 
seed, but just as soon as thereisno more 
see] in the ground, and we grow no 
ecel, it will no longer trouble ts, and 
henceforth we may expect to grow pure 
ficld crops instead of those mixed with 
weeds, 

In the foregoing plea for the new 
clover culture there {s not so much dif- 
ference in the vost of mowing and gnaw- 
ing off the clover field, On one band 
the cattle eat off part of the yrass—there 
is no cost to the farmer in the harvest- 
ing. The cattle, however, leave the 
weeds and coarse grass—just what we 
do not want left. The mower takes 
everything. and later the cattle pick out 
what they want and leave the rest. The 
only difference in that this selection is 
made in the barn instead of in the field, 
and the rejected stuff is put where it can 
do no more harm. 7 

FALL SEEDING TO WHEAT. 
A Good Seed Bed Prepare+ ‘Sy Suitable 
Working Is Mast Important. 

The imm-xermce of properly fitting the 
soil snten:lel for fnll seeding to wheat is 
firged by a correspondent of The Coun- 
try Gentleman. This correspondent ad- 
vocates plowing the land some weeks 
previous to seeding and then fining it as 
deep as it was plowml by harrowing and 
crushing. It may require four or five 
harrowings or only two or three to pul- 
verize it to the condition oz a good seed 
bed. [very time the ground is harrowed 


m:ny hanl clods are pulled up, and the — 


top mold of fine soil on the surface falls 
into the places the clods were raised 
from. Thus repeated iarrowing lets the 
fined curface soil down and brings the 
hard clods to the surfacc to be fined in 
their turn by crushing and atmospheric 
influences. 

In this way by anitable working ‘a good 
seed bed is made in the soil, the latter be- 
ing fine enongh to cover and comein con- 
tact with the cntire seed surface, con- 
ducting the heat of the ground, when 
that is sufficient to cause germination, to 
the eeed and causing it to swell and ger- 
minate. But if tho seed be surrounded 
by small clods instead of fine soi] the 
conduction of heat will be only partial, 
23 the hard clods do not come in contact 
with all the seed surface. Hence two or 
tireo acres of ground may—in dry sea- 
sons particrlarly—be made by thorough 
cultivation to produce as much as five or 
six acres of cloddy or half cultivated 
Innd. The see: bed is where the seed is 
ceposited, with the hope that it will 
grow cnd in due season mature. But 
thero can bo neither seasonable germina- 
tion, growth nor maturity unless the 
right conditions for germination sur- 
round the sced at seeding time. 


Shade For Growing Poultry. 

The early chicks—that is, those hatched 
in tho early spring months—require all 
the sun warmth wecan givethem. Sun- 
light is a desideratum in cool and cold 
weather. When, however, the chicks 
come to be 3 or 4 months of age and half 
or two-thirds grown, the summer days 
will have arrived. and the heat of Old Sol 
is then hi:bly oppressive. Fowls snd 
chickens both will hide themselves away 
in every shady nook or corner that is 
available, as we know. And provision 
shonld be made that they may escape the 
direct rays of the sun at this time @r 
good reasons. If exposed unduly in ex- 


‘cessively hot weather, the plumage of 


white fowls and light Brahmas will turn 
yellow frequently before the season is 
over, and tis discolor qur best birds per- 
haps in an nusightly way. 

But the growing stock are particularly 
sensitive tosun heat in the warmest days, 
and shelter or shade should be provided 
them where they can escape from the an- 
noyance. Tzii may be afforded, says 
The Poultry \orld, by a board roof lean- 
to placed npon short posts and rails not 
more than three.feet high above the 
ground, slanting sufficiently to throw off 
tho rain and open all around under- 
pesth. It may stand at one corner of 
the run rinst the north side of the 
barı, or anywhere ont of the way, and be 
but a temporary eftnir—6 feet wide and 
19 fect long. There may bethree or four 
af these in different localities put up at 
smuz}l cosi—plain, rongh and serviceable. 
If you have plenty of low shade trees on 
your jlace, these will answer the pur- 
pos? provided your fowls can have access 
to their cool shadows without injuring 
yorr plants nnd garden borders. If they 
ci ran bencath the trellised shelter of a 
broad, ample grapevine, this is a grate- 
ful srot for them in which to find the 
coolin™, shade they covet in midsummer. 

Experiments With*Winter Wheat. 

The Cntariv college station has issued 
a bulletin. giving notes and tabulated 
data for 44 Chadian and American va- 
rictics of winter wheat tested at the sta- 
tion in 1892. Twenty-four foreign vari- 
ciics were slso rown, but. as none of 
them prove equal to some of the best 
of the “incrican varieties no details re- 
garding them are given. The average 
yields per ncre of the Canadian and 
American varieties in 18923 were, straw 
3.3 tons and grain 42.6 bushels, weigh- 
ing 60.5 pounds per bushel. The varie- 
tics which yielded more than 50 bushels 
per acre were Dawson Golden Chaff, 
Gelden Drop, Mediterranean and Ful- 
caster.

A HISTORIC MARKET. 


OLD CLOTHES IN LONDON ALL DRIFT 
TO A FAMOUS PLACE. 


Old Clothes “Iart In Uoundaditch Attracts 
Hundreds of Thousands of People Who 
Want to Wear Expensive Apparel, but 
Can't Pay Very uch For It. 


Down in the nnsavory and ill favored 
quarter of-Houndsditch, behind the area 
of the city where countless gold is made 
and turned over, there is an inclosed 
space, part of tho so called Phil's build- 
ings, which goes by the descriptive name 
of the Old Clothes Mart. Admission to 
it is obtained on payment of a penny as 
entrance fee, collected by a man stand- 
ing at the borrier that divides the street 
from the emporiums beyond. The gen- 
eral aspect is far from inviting, and a 
first cnrsory glance scems to reveal only 
a collection of r2gsand decrepitude. The 
floor is nothing more than the payement, 
The roof fs the sky, and in rain or sun- 
shine the hraps of clothes are exposed 
without protection to tho changes of the 
capricious London climate. On slushy 
days they present a lamentable appear- 
ance. . 

There aresno benches or stalls, as in 
other markes, only lines of wooden rail- 
ing running ilong the inclosure marked 
out in lengihs and apportioned to the 
different venders, Tho goods are packed 
in sacks or bundles deposited on the 
flags, andl. nt the open mouth or top of 
each is displayed a sample of its con- 
tents, which is also temptingly laid 
across the rail, whence depend the legs 
of trousers, the sleeves of dresses, the 
frills of petticoats, the soles of boots or 
the handles of sticks and umbrellas. The 
goods vary considerably in quality and 
aspect. Some are woldy, tattered of 
colorless; others are in fairly gop con- 
dition, clean and serviceable. 

Old Clothes Mart is victuaxfed by hawk- 
ers who haurt certain siiburban districts 
to purchas‘‘ne cast off garinents of the 
mozsmodest inhabitants—those who do 

not hesitate to discuss the conditions of 
the business in person at their front 
doors, The dealings are not carried on 
incash. The hawkers, with astute knowl- 
edge of human nature, offer in exchange 
crockery, plaster figures or even flowers 
in pots, experience having successfully 
proved that a bust, a pair of vases ora 
water bottle worth sixpence is infinitely 
more tempting than a shilling, and the 
buyer has the satisfaction of emptying 
the barrow laden with flashy, worthless 
articles at a profit of 50 per cent. 

When his original stock in trade is re- 
placed by wearing apparel, the hawker 
adjourns to the neighborhood of the 
mart, where he finds a group of men 
calling themselves commission buyers 
who bid against each other for the whole 
lot. The snccessfnl competitor forth- 
with distributes his bargains among the 
holders of the railed off compartments 
inside, who endeavor to retail them to 
the customers who have paid the en- 
trance fee. The best of these cnstomers 
are always Irish buyers. They carry off 
wholesale quanities for Belfast, Dublin, 
Cork and other localities beyond the 
channel. Taking into consideration the 
nature and general appearance of the 
consignments, it, ir startling to learn 
on good authority that occasionally £80 
and even £40 have been paid down in 
cash for one lot. Credit is never given, 
and payment precedes the delivery of 
the goods. 

Hats, which, as a rule, are the most de- 
plorable objects. fetch but little, yet are 
eagerly bought whatever their state. 
They are ant to Paris for the sake of 
the silk on them and there manufactured 
into new ones. Coats vary more in price 
than any other article; some go for a 
penny, some for sixpence and upward to 
£5. There was a legend on the mart that 
one coat was actually sold for “a tenner.” 

Clothes that have been worn by the 
highest and richest in the land have 
found their downward way to Hounds- 
ditch, not cxcepting those once belong- 
ing to the Prince of Wales, not that the 
noble owners are a party to the desccra- 
tion, but because the valets whose per- 
quisites they become know of this way of 
realizing money for them. The bargains 
are advantageous to all parties. Some 
of the shabby, disreputable and poverty 
stricken looking railing holders at the 
mart, the men who haggle desperately 
over a sixpence, arc well to do capital- 
ists. One of them is the proprietor of 
several housis in a good quarter of Lon- 
don. Others have a large balance at the 
bank, and others still own considerable 
property in stocks and shares. They 
turn over thousands of pounds in the 
course of ayear, which is not surprising, 
as the mart is opened every day and vis- 
ited by 600 or 700 people on week days 
and by 4,000 or 5,000 on Sundays, A not- 
able particularity is that while’on week 
days the stalls are free and a charge is 
made for the admittance of the public 
on Sundays the stallholders pay a small 
fee and the customers enter gratuitously. 

The mart is open from 11 to 6. Itisa 
favorite lounge for the dwellers in the 
district, while those on business intent 
flock to it from great distances. 

The old cluthes mart of Hounsditch is 
not comprised in the list of the 100 mar- 
kets mentioned in the report of the com- 
mittee of public control, and it may 
therefore continue to exist with impuni- 
ty. It has been in working order for 
abont 60 years and is an important one 
in its line. Its trade extends to Spain 
and the Cape, whither go the rénovated 
costumes and repaired goods. France 
and Scotland receive their consignments 
in their unregencrate state and treat 
them according to their own require- 
ments.—London Cor. New York Sun.

A Grease Filter For Boilers. 

A filter for renjoving grease, which 
often passes into boilers with the feed 
water, consists of 4 metallic chamber or 
filter box in which are a series of gratings, 
and between these gratings are 
layers of wire gauze and flannel of a spe- 
cial texturc, which forms the filtering me- 
dium. The feed water from the donkey 
pump enters the filter box from one side, 
passes upward through the filter cloths 
end thence out to ithe boiler, the scum 
passing away through another outlet. 
By this means it is found that all grease 
and greasy matter, as well as other im- 
purities, are arrested by the filter cloths, 
which can be readily taken out for clean- 
ing or renewal. Thp filter is equally ap- 
plicable to land and marine boilers.— 
New York Telegram.

Proclamation by the Governor. 


STATE OF MARYLAMD. 
EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT. 


WHEREAS, Section one of Article fourteen 
ofthe Constitution of Maryland makes it the 
duty of the Governor to order the publication 
in certain newspapers to be designated by 
him, Of any bill, or bills passed proposing any 
amendments to the said Constitution; and 

WEEREAS, st the January Session, 1892, of 
the General Assembly of Maryland, a bill was 
passed proposing an amendment to the Con- 
atitation, which amendment is Chapter 313 of 
the Acts of 1892, and fs as follows, to wit: 

CHAPTER 313. 

AN ACT to add an additional section to 
article fonr of the Constitution of the State. 

SECTION l. To be enacted by the General As- 
aembli/ of Maryland, Three-fifths of all the 

+ members of the two houses concurring, that 
the following section be, and the same is 
hereby proposed, as an amendment to the 
Constitution of this State; and if adopted by 
the legal and qualified voters thereof, as here- 
in provided, the same shall supersede and 
stand in the place of Section thirty-nine of 
Article four of said constitution. 

Sec. 39. The General Assembly shall, as 
often asitmay think the same proper and 
expedient, provide by law for the election of 
an additional Judge of the Supreme Bench of 
Baltimore city, and wherever provision isso 
made by the General Assembly, there shall 
be elected by the voters ofsaid city another 
Judge of the Supreme Bench of Baltimore 
city, who shall be subject to the same consti- 
tutional provisions, hold bis office for the 
same term of years, receive the same com- 
pensation, and have the same powers 85 are; 
or shall bé provided by the Constitution, or 
laws of this State, for the judges of said Su- 

_ preme Bench of Baltimore city, and the Gen- 
eral Assembly msy provide bylaws, or the 
Supremes bench by its rules, for reuiring 
causes in any of the courts of Baltimore city 
to be tried before the Court without a jury, 
unless the litigants or some one of them shall 
withig such reasonable time or times, as may 
be prescribed, elect to have their causes tried 
beforeajury. And the General Assembly 
may reapportion change or enlarge the juris- 
diction of the several! courts in said city. 

S8c.2 And be il further enacted, by the au- 
ority aforesaid, That the toregoing section 
hereby proposed as an amendment to the 
Constitution shall be,at the next general elec- 
tion to be held in this State, submitted to the 
legal and qualified voters thereof for their 
sdoption or rejection in pursuance of the di- 
rection contained in article fourteen of the 
Constitution of this State: and at the said 
general election the vote on said proposed 
amendment to the Constitution shall be by 
ballot, and upon each ballot there shall be 
written or printed the words “For the Consti- 
tutional Amendment,” or Against the Con- 
stitutional Amendment,” asthe voter may 
elect, and immediately after said election 
due returns shall be made to the Governor 
Of the votes for and against said proposed 
amendments , as directed by said fourteenth 
Article of the Constitution.

| OLD INSTRUMENTS. 


A BROOKLYN DEALER WHO HAS AN 
INTERESTING PAIR. 


A Lute That Is One Hundred and Twelve 
Years Old-~\ Lyre That Has Existed 
Nearly as Long—Llstory of Various 
String Instruments. 


William V. Pezzoni has on exhibition 
in a window in Brooklyn a Inte that is 
112 years old. Itis said to be the only 
one of its kind in existence. From a 
printed strip of paper in the interior of 
the instrnment it is learned that it was 
made by Renault & Chatelain of Braque 
street, P::ris, in 1781. 

The Inte is as old as the hills. It is 
mentioned several times in the Bible. 
Jubal, said by historians to have been 
the first musician, was the inventor of 
ft, as he was of the organ and all string 
instruments, He flourished about 1,500 
years before the deluge and was the first 
to observe that strings of different sizes 
or lengths when stretched produced Ya- 
rious sounds. . 

In the earliest ages of Egypt instru- 
ments having the same general form as 
the harp, lyre and guitar of modern times 
were cominon, as the discoveries of trav- 
elers in that country have proved. The 
ancients had many other stringed instru- 
ments, but these three classes were the 
principal ones. 

The lyre is supposed to be more ancient 
than the harp. A very old painting at 
Beni-Hassan in Egypt represents the ar- 
rival of some foreigners in that country 
supposed to be Joseph's brethren. One 
of them holds alyre having four strings: 

The guitar is an improvement on the 
lyre. It is seldom found sculptured in 
the monuments of Greece and Rome, 
as the people did not consider the in- 
strument sufficiently dignified to so 
symbolize it, which accounts for its not 
appearing in the rains of those proud 
cities. It was, however, one of the most 
ancient musical instruments of Egypt. 

Some historians are of the opinion that 
Hermes, one of the Egyptian councilors, 
invented the tliree stringed lyre. These 
strings gave forth three sounds—grave, 
mean und’ acnte—representing respect- 
ively winter, spring and summer. The 
Egyptians and the Greeks, as is well 
known, divided-the year only into three 
seasons, 

The lute was adopted by the Arabs 
from Persia and reached the west about 
the time of the crusaders. In the psalms 
of David it is spoken of as the mabha- 
lath, and it is suid to have been used by 
the children of Israel in their rejoicings 
after the overthrow of Pharaoh's host. 
The modern Egyptian lute is a direct 
descendant of the Arabic lute. It has 

even pairs of strings and is played by a 
plectrum. Whien frets are employed, 
they are disposdd of according to the 
Arabic scale of 17intervals in the oc» 
tave, consisting of 12 limmas—an {n= 
terval rather less than a semitone. 
There ure also five commas, which are 
very small, but quite recognizable as 
regards difference of pitch. 

The large double necked Inte has two 
sets of tuning pegs, the lower set for the 
finger board and the higher for the diapa- 
m strings. This style lute was. known 
as the theorbo, its height varied from 3 
fect 6 inches to5 feet. Very deep notes 

vere produced fromit. Another lute 
somewhat differently formed was known 
mithearch!nts. Both have, however, long 
siave given <.say to the violoncello and 
double bass. Handel wrote a part for a 
theorbo in 1720. After this date the lute 
appears no more in orchestral scores. It 
remained, however, in private use until 
the close of the century. 

Venere of Padua, celebrated as a maker 
of lutes, flourished in 1660. His instru- 
ments were highly ornamental and were 
admired for their beauty, ivory, mother 
of pearl and tortoise shell being used in 
decorating them. The present direction 
of musical taste and composition is ad- 
verse to the cultivation of such tenderly 
sensitive timber as the lute possessed. 
The instrnment has now become an ob- 
ject of research for collections and mu- 
sums, It wus a favorite instrument of 
music in the sixteenth and seventeenth 
centuries, but declined in the eighteenth 
century. The great J. S. Bach wrote a 
partita for it, which still remains in 
manuscript. The latest engraved publi- 
cation for the lute is 1760. 

Mr.:Pezzoni was placed in the posses- 
sion of the Inte a short time ago by 
Signor Guiseppe Vitale, a prominent 
Brooklyn musician, who obtained it ata 
pawnbroker’s sal». [t is a very valuable 
instrument, althongh it was sadly in 
need of repair when it came into Mr. Pez- 
zoni’s hands. He has been offered sums 
for it varying from #8 to $200, but it is 
not for sale. 

The lute is a handsome one. The body 
is pear shaped. It is beautifully inlaid 
with ivory aud pearl. The neck is 28 
inches long, The fingerboard, containing 
17 frets, is 12) . -hes long, and the body, 
with a three inch sound hole, is 15} 
inches long. The ixise of the instrument 
is 4$ inches deep. while at the neck it is 
3J inches. [thas 16 strings, 80f which 
are designel for the bass. The head, or 
nut, is divided into two sections and con- 
tains the pegs. or keys. One of these 
sections is 12 inches long and the other 
li inchés. The latter is used for the 
open bass strings, which are above and 
independent of the fingerboard. Four 
of the middle strings are double and are 
formed from very fine wire. The re- 
maining strings are of silk wound with 
copper wire.—New York World.

Carriers dften traveled on 
foot or horseback, and he progress was 
slow. In 1846 some of the post offices 
issued ‘stamps of their own, called ‘‘pro- 
visional issues." The \adhesive stamp 
was first used in this country in 1847, 
and prepayment was made compulsory 
in 1856. In 1868 the stamp containing 
the head of Andrew Jackson was issued, 
and from then until [1885 the style 
adopted contained the profiles of presi- 
dents of the United States.—Public Opin- 
ion.

AN OPERATIVE’S LIFE 


A VISIT TO THE HOME OF A FALL 
RIVER MILL EMPLOYEE. 


People Who Marry Young and Find Them- 
selves In Debt In a Few Years—How the 
Wifo Helps Hcr Husband to Add to the 
Family Income—The Children. 


Being in Fall River the other day, I 
tought some facts concerning the opera- 
tives. Fortune brought me into the 
home of what proved to be a rather in- 
telligent onc. It was Saturday after- 
noon, and as the mills close at noon the 
whole family, including the father, was 
at home. The “home” was a tenement 
in a large double house, where three 
other familics besides the one I inter- 
viewed were living. It wasin the rear 
of a populous street which is the home 
of a large number of the more thrifty 
and sober operatives. This particular 
tenement consisted of a large room in 
the center, where the stove was placed 
and whete the cooking was done. 
Around this room three bedrooms and a 
sinkroom were grouped. The furniture 
was better than one might expect to see, 
though it was by no means luxurious. 

Entering into conversation with the 
man, I found that he had formerly at- 
tended the Euglish church while in Eng- 
land and that for some time after com- 
ing to this country he had been quite in- 
terested in church work. In token of his 
interest, I learned, one of his children 
bore the name of a clergyman of the 
Episcopal church. At the time of my 
visit, however, he said that he was not 
attending church at all, partly because 
he could not bry clothes with which to 
make a respectable appearanteat church 
and partly because he felt that the clergy 
were inclined to side with the mill owner 
as against the mill operative. 

His wife, as women usually are, was 
more hopeful and content and explained 
that she thought they could get along 
very well. She was quite willing to 
work and had done so, somewhat against 
her husbanc’s protest—a protest, how- 
ever, which was evidently hushed by the 
necessity of the case. In order to work 
this good woman was obliged to hire 
some one to care for her baby and to let 
the other three “shift for themselves, 
chiefly in the street.” 

The longer I talked with these people 
the more interested I became, and the 
more confidence was mutually manifest- 
ed. It seemed to me that three or four 
things were to be noted: 

Neither of them had saved up their 
earnings as ‘Shey might have done pre- 
vious to their marriage. True, in this 
respect they were like ninety-nine hun- 
dredths of other young people, whatever 
their work or station in life. 

This family was at that stage where 
there was but one old enough to work 
unless the wife did precisely as this wife 
did a part of the time—i. e.. hire some 
one to care for her baby while she went 
out to work. A few years later and the 
children, who may go into the mills at 
14, will be able to earn enough to make 
the family entirely cémfortable. In- 
deed many such families as this one 
promises to be in the course of a few 
years can save enough from their earn- 
ings to buy a home for themselves after 
awhile. 

It seemed to me that it would be 
quite a practical thing for this family to 
combine wich other families and start a 
kind of kindergarten, where not only 
the baby, but all the children under 
public school age might be cared for at 
far less expense than was now paid for 
“minding tho baby.” 

Such a movement as this would 
doubtless not only meet with the hearty 
and practicalisupport of well ineaning 
people in general, but it wuld be sup- 
ported by the officials of the mills. I 
wus especially pleased to learn that 
many of the corporations of these Fall 
River mills support a bed in the local 
hospital for the free use of their opera- 
tives. The kindergar.sn would be a 
philanthropy along the same line. 

It will be quite a practical thing togive 
some statistics of the earnings of this 
Those of 
the man had been $9.72; those of the wife 
$7. Deduct from this total $2.50 for 
“minding the baby.” and $14.22 is left 
as the net income of the honsehold. For 
rent they pay $7.50 per month, and a 
barrel of fonr lasted seven weeks. 

The wife explained that she was only 
working ‘for « spel] to help them out of 
debt.” Of course to do this all the house- 


‘work must be done after returning tired 
.| from the mill at night, when both of 


them must work late and early in the 
morning before going to the mill. As 
the mills start at about half past 6 in the 
morning it will be seen that very early 
rising is necessary. 

Nor is this all. It makes life a tread- 
mill with no evenings for recreation. 
Besides’ the wife has no time for her 
needle, and the appearance of the chil- 
dren muét greatly suffer. The great re- 
lief is found in the fact that, by the most 
frugal living and by the strictest econ- 
omy, this wife was not compelled to 
work in the mill all the time. Still it 
seemed about impossible for the family, 
with the strictest economy and sobriety, 
to do better than was being done until 
the “boys pet big enough to work.” 

That visit enlightened my understand- 
ing, broadened my view and deepened my 
rympathies. While there are-many of 
the operatives who, like us all, live far 
below their privileges, still if many of 
us conld study life from their view point 
our sympathies for the broadest brother- 
hood would be deepened.—Boscon Com- 
monwealth.

If We Would but Look Around, We Woul 
Find It at Our Doors, 4 

That this earth of ours is becoming a 
flat and uninteresting sort of place is a 
fallacy born of indigestion and a weak 
imagination. : 

There is a considerable portion of hu- 
manity who measure their happiness by 
what they can kill, And still for these 
the rogue elephant.tramps down the teå 
plants in Ceylon and the man eating 
tiger figures in the Indian jungles. The 
South American possibilities in the hunt- 
ing way are barely explored. 

Frank B. Sanborn reports that Albania 
is a splendid hunting ground for the 
wild boar, a quarry more dangerous than 
any in this country except the grizzly 
bear. The African continent still 
swarms with game, and except in the 
equatorial belt is not too unhealthful to 
visit. In many of our states we have 
teached the time when the enactment of 
game laws is necessary. but there is 
sport enough yet in Idaho, Montana, the 
vast lake region of northern Minnesota, 
the Maine woods, the tarpon’s and alli- 
gator’s haunts in Florida, and especially 
the wild regions of British Columbia. 
The bison has vanished, but there was 
never much “sport” in his senseless 
slaughter. 

Quieter minds find pleasure in the 
study of men and customs—past and 
present. Inour own land there is ma- 
terial for the archæologists to study for 
many-years. Whether among the won- 
derful ruins of the cliff dwellers’ villages 
or in the relics of the niound builders 
there is work to be done rivaling Schlie- 
thann’s in the Troad, Layard’s at Birs 
Nimroud, or Champollion’s in Egypt. 
There are the living as well as the dead 
—the African dwarfs, the Fuegan giants, 
the Melanesian cannibals, the Dyaks of 
Borneo. There aré the north African 
potentates who will obligingly kill the 
amateur photographer, and Kaffirs who 
will feed him fat on juicy confections of 
grasshoppers and snake pie. 

There afe those who seek neither 
beasts to kill nor men to study, but 
pleasant places to hide where winds blow 
soft.. These there are and always will 
be, so sturdily does earth resist its de- 
spoilers, The most tourist infested spot 
in the world. Switzerland, is full of un- 
visited nooks, while railroads into the 
heart of ccutral Asia and over the Cau- 
casus and through Bosnia, and the Da- 
nubian states take one to fresh haunts 
and homes. In British Columbia are 
glaciers finer than the Swiss, and off the 
coast are balmy islands where, lolling 
on his veranda in the air of June, one 
can look landward see towering peaks 
topped with eternal snow. 

For that matter, one doesn’t have to 
leave New York to find places where 
only the green of spring is needed to 
make & paradise. Where are wilder and 
nobler crags than the Palisades, fairer 
ranges of low mountains than the High- 
lands and Shawangunks? The Golden 
Horn is not more beautiful than the 
Narrows, the Bosporus than our Hud- 
son, on whose western bank almost op- 
posite New York the rattlesnake still 
sounds his alarm, strange birds flit at 
dawn and mountain laurel and mulber- 
Ty growin profusion. - *

“I have been reading with interest 
the immigration and colonization 
schemes indorsed by The Stn. 

“It may be interesting to your read- 
ers to know that these schemes to devel- 
op the agricultural resources of Mary- 
land are exciting a lively interest even 
as far West as Missouri, whese people 
desire reliable information concerning 
the farming landa near the seaboard, 
where the market facilities are greater 
and where « milder and more salubrious 
climate may be enjoyed. It is unques- 
tionably true that the rigors of Western 
winters and the exposures incident to 
them are influencing our farmers to seek 
this information. 

“The writer spent some weeks on the 
Eastern Shore of Maryland during the 
past spring und was soon forcibly im- 
pressed with the opportunities presented 
to agriculturists, who kpew how and 
who were inclined to work. We found 
apparently prosperous towns with a 

poorly cultivated county behind them, 
and the towns sppeared to have been 
populated at the expense of the country. 
This is so much at variance with West- 
ern rules that.we inquired the cause why 
young men would abandon the farm for 
the town, where the avenues for mak- 
ing a living were overcrowded? Strange 
that these young men could not see the 
advantages offered by these overcrowd- 
ed towns for marketing the productions 
of the agriculturists. And we saw pre- 
sented there the opening for the West- 
ern hustler; the German farmer would 
soon become a capitalist with such mag- 
nificent home market facilities. One of 
the greatest drawbacks to immigration 
in the older states is the big farms. No- 


, | body wants them; and, again, the owneis

Washington, July 24.—The abstract of 
the report of the condition of the nation- 
al banks in Marviand, outside of Balti- 
more, at the close of business Wednes- 
day, July I2, just compiled, shows them 
to bein splendid sbape. 

Their loans and discounts are $10,530.- 
83, about the fame as at the time of the 
May statement. The deposits show. a 
slight falling off, about the same propor- 
tion as the Baltimore banks. 

The State national banks have a sur- 
plus fund of $1,377,050 and undivided 
profits of $345,711.73. Their outstanding 
noues aggregate $1,365,920. While they 
have on hand $54,975 to secure all of 
which they have $1,608,500U nited States 
bonds deposited in the treasury. Their 
specie aggregate $659,17292, of which 
$361,948.06 is in gold coin and $72,910 in 
gold treasury certificates. Their reserye 
is 23.09 per cent. Thisisa very favora- 
ble showing, as they are required to 
hold only 15 per cent.

The other was con- 
spicuons for integrity at a period of low 
public morality. 

Thackeray once gaid that it was better 
for a boy to have the middle place in the 
form and a good thrashing now and then 
than to be the cock of the school. His 
idea was that conceit ought to be knocked 
out of boys. But brutality is not good 
training. It hardens the heart and par- 
alyzes sensibility.—Youth’s Companion.

Casting Sleighbells. 

A question frequently asked is in re- 
gard to the method of producing sleigh- 
bells containing iron balls larger than 
the opening in the bells. Previons to 
making a cast the maker of sleighbells 
puts an iron ball inside a sand core, just 
the shape of the inside of the bell. This 
sand core, with the jinglet inside, is 
placed in the mold of the outside and 
the melted metal poured in, which fills 
up the space between the cores and mold. 
The hot metal burns the core so that it 
can be shaken ont, leaving the ball with- 
in the shell. Ball valves, swivel joints 
and many other articles are cast in the 
same manner.—Detroit Free Press.

She was foaled in 1878 andtjs"by Dic- 
tator; dam Sophy by Edwin j Bec- 
ond dain by Brown Pilot; third dam by 
Lance; fourth dam by Bertrand. She 
was bred by Hart Boswell, Lexington, 
Ky. She was broken at 2 years old, was 
good gaited and showed indications of 
speed, but was bred at 4 years old and 
has produced a foal each year, with ene 
exception, since. Her third foal, born 
in 1886, was the brown filly ky Happy 
Medium, which has become famous as 
Nancy Hanks, the trotting quéen. Nan- 
cy Lee is now in foal to Stambonl. 


Trotting Horses For Farm Work. 

The people of the United States have 
yet to learn of the great value of Ameri- 
can trotting horses for farm teams. The 
general impression is that about alla 
trotting horse is good for is the race track 
or a road horse, and that for farm pur- 
poses or a draft team it is of but little 
consequence. This is a grave mistake, 
and sooner or later it will be found to be 
such. The fact of the matter is trotting 
horses that are of fair size make the very 
best kind of farm teams. Horses that 
weigh from 900 to 1.200 pounds, that are 
standard bred ur even sired by standard 
bred horses, make a better farm team 
than the heavy draft horses. It isnot the 
largest horse that can pull the biggest 
load or do the most work, any more than 
it is the largest man whois strongest and 
able to endure the most physical strain. 
More depends npon the quality than upon 
the size. 

During the season of 1892 we had an 
excellent opportunity to test the fitness 
of standard bred horses for farm work. 
Our farm contained 640 acres; there were 
cultivated on it last season 125 acres in 
corn and 65 acres in oats. We harvested 
about 265 acres of wheat and oats, cut 
about 40 acres of meadow, put in 250 
acres of wheat in the fall and did 60 acres 
of fall plowing, besides hauling grain to 
market and teaming lime, lumber, brick 
and sand for a2-story hous€é. We also 
built sheds and stables and did a large 
amount of fencing. We had on the farm 
one span ‘of horses, consisting of half 
blood Percheron and Clydesdale, a team 
that weighs nearly 2,600 pounds; two 
spans of trotting bred brood mares, three 
or four more common bred mares and a 
span of large mules. 

The two spans of trotting bred mares 
did more work than any other team on 
the farm and did it more easily and 
quickly and with less worry than any of 
the other teams. On the mower, header, 

| binder, drill and gang plows they cannot 
be excelled. They walk right along with 
| a quick and rapid gaitand do their work 
| well. They need more careful and intel- 
ligent handiing than ordinary teams, and 
if they have it they are able to do more 
and better work than draft teams that 
work beside them on the farm. When 
on the road, they go right away from 
draft or common bred teams. <A span of 
-well bred trotters that will weigh from 
1,000 to 1,200 pounds will do as much 
work on a farm as any span of draft 
horses, and they will draw ay heavy

Breed Better Horses. 

It seems hard for the average farmer 
to understand that the breeding and 
raising of the common class of horses is 
overdone. And because they do not un- 
derstand or realize this a large class are 
still following up the busingss, mating a 
mare that under the most favorable con- 
ditions could hardly be expet-ted to bring 
a marketable colt to a stallion that, all 
things considered, is very little better. 
The following up of this pln has filled 
thë market to overflowing vith a class 
of horses that, while good enough qf their 
kind, are not what is wanted in market. 

As with other classes of stack, the mar- 
ket for horses has undergone a change, 
and while several years ako a young 
horse that was sound and broke to work 
would sell readily at a fair price now 
only the better class of horses are in de- 
mand.—Exchange. | 

Molasses For Stock Fedding. 

An English exchange says: Molasses as 
n food for stock, on account of the low 
price at which it is offered, is receiving 
attention. We are able from personal 
experience to testify to the value of mo- 
lasses as an article of food for cattle, ns 
many years ago we used it with excel- 
lent results. The molasses should be 
thinned down with hot water and then 
be used to dampen cut feed previous 
to spreading on the meal and bran 
intended to be fed to the stock. It 
should not be given in el ge quam- 
tity, asit is very laxatiye and also from 
its sweetness very satisfying, but used 
with discretion it is a valuable aid in 
compounding 4 ration, and especially is 
it useful to feed to cows near'the time of 
calving, when a relaxed state of the 
bowels is a great preventive of milk 
fever and garget. 


Feeding Cattle to Fatten. 

After once commencing to! feed cattle 
to fatten, the work should ‘be pushed 
along us rapidly as possible,|for this is 
the only course by which the best results 
are possible. It is only by sécuring the 
best market price that cattle feeding can 
be made profitable, and this implies hav- 
ing a good grade of steers to begin with 
and then feeding so as to regult in the 
best condition possible.—Exchange. 

Liye Stock Points. | 

In an experiment in feeding lambs at 
the Cornell experiment station a nitrog- 
enous ration gave much better results 
than a carbonaceous ration, producing 
greater gain at less cost, Thislis another 
argument in’ favor of making alfalfa, a 
highly nitrogenous food, the leading item 
in sheep rations. | 

The receipts of sheep at Chicago for the 
first fonr months of -18393 were 200,000 
more than for the corresponding months 
of 1892, and the shipments were 88,000 
less. This shows an increase in local con- 
sumption of 238,000. |

Surplus honey when taken from the 
hives should be stored in an airy, warm 
room, sö that it can cure out and grow 
better instead of deteriorating. Thè cus- 
tom of storing honey in a cool cellar is 
now condemned by all progressive apia- 
rists, for the dampness arising in such 
places causes the honey to sweat and be- 
come thin, so that the quality and flavor 
are much injured. If the larvm of the 
wax moth trouble the comb honey while 
stored in the warm room, fumigate by 
burning sulphur or, brimstone in the 
room. 

If after swafms of bees keep coming 
against the wishes of the apiarist, the 
best course to pursue is, while the swarm 
is out, to go to the hive, open it and cut 
ont all the queen cells. To make sure 
none is missed shake what bees there are 
on the combs off in front of the hive, when 
each comb is to be carefully inspected, 
looking in every corner of the hive and 
about all irregular places in the combs. 
After this has been done and the-hive 
arranged as it was before, return the 
bees to the hive and restassured ho more 
trouble will be had, as it is a fate thing 
that bees send out after swarms unless 
queens are held in their cells. 

Bees are cross sometimes, and cross 
bees often: sting. Some classes of stings 
are unavoidable. A bee may become so 
infuriated as to strike without warning 
and stings as it strikes. However, bees 
must be badly provoked to do this and 
never do so.only as the object of their 
disturbance is near. their hive. 

Some seem to think bees are roaming 
around only bent on stinging everything 
far and near. This is not so, for a bee 
seldom ventures an attack 10 rods from 
its hive, and never then unless its hive 
has been molested. Besides the una- 
yoidable class of stings, caused as above, 
the novice is apt to receive many more by 
his way of provoking bees. If a bee hav- 
ing an inquiring mind comes looking 
around the head and face of such a per- 
son, the first thing he does is to begin 
striking atit, which only tends to irritate 
the bee. Every move makes the matter 
worse, for the bee would soon go away if 
no attention was paid to it. Shrieking, 
beating the air and tearing insanely 
about, as many do, are only so many 
steps leading toa melancholy and almost 
certain result. When shch a bee comes 
near, instead of doing as before, gently 
incline the rim of the hat toward it, and 
if it still persists in buzzing about the 
head put up the hands before the face and 
walk quietly away from near the hive, 
when the bee will soon leave you.—G. 
M. Doolittle in National Stockman. 


To Get Rid of Sheep Grubs. ` 

Grub in the head of sheep is the larva 
of a small gadfly, Oestrus ovis, which 
deposits the live embryo on the margin 
of the nostril, whence it creeps up into 
the nasal sinuses, It frequently stays 
there during the winter and spring, prov- 
ing comparatively harmless. However, 
it sometimes proves otherwise and causes 
much irritation and gives rise to dis- 
charge from the nostril, It also causes 
duliness and stupor ‘from sympathetic 
disease of the brain. To prevent these 
attacks of the fly the sheep should be fed 
with salt placed in 2-inch auger holes 
bored in blocks of wood, the surround- 
ing edges of the hole smeared with tar. 
This is done so that the sheep will get a 
smearing each time they partake. Re- 
garding the treatment of the grub, it is 
often wise to try the action of snuff 
blown into their nostrils, giving rise toa 
violent sneezing. In that way they can 
often be got rid of. Solutions of salt, 
vinegar, tobacco and turpentine are often 
used to good advantage, and if they still 
remain in the sinuses the only sure reme- 
dy is to trephine through the bones of the 
head, then wash them out., Many times 
placing the sheep in a very hot room will 
induce the grubs to crawl out.—Field 
and Farm. 

THE GREAT SHEEP REGION. 


Where Sheep Are Taking the Place of the 
Wheat Crop. 

One of the pronounced recent depar- 
tures in the agricultural industry of the 
northwest is a_change from exclusive 
grain growing toa mixed industry, in 
which live stock and dairying are prom- 
inent features. In Minnesota specif! at- 
tention thns far has been given to horses, 
catile end hogs, but in Montana and the 
ems} sheep are arousing the most 
notit interest. In Montana the sheep 
flocks haye multiplied tenfold in 10 
years and in 1891 numbered over 2,800,- 
000 animals. The sheep industry of Mon- 
tanı represents a capital of $20,000,000 
xs! bmngs iu a revenue of nearly $2,- 
£00,C00 from wool alone. Montana wool 
has in a brief period attained a national 
reputation. North Dakota is a recent 
convert to the sheep industry, but. al- 
ready bas more sheep than all other do- 
niestic animals combined, and the indus- 
try is rapidly growing in popular favor 
as in profitablencss, The Minneapolis 
Tribnue is informed by North Dakota 
farmers that sheep bid fair to be thesolu- 
tion of the crop problem, in paving the 
wey to diversification of products. Ex- 
perienced authorities insist that there is 
more moncy im Nerth Dakota sheep than 
iu grain and that sheep raising is likely 
to be the great industry of that state be- 
fore many years. With only a few sea- 
cons’ start the sheep industry of North 
Dakota has grown to embrace a capital 
of over 35.000,000 and a flock of 600,000. 
The average cost of keeping is estimated 
at 51 per head for the state, and the aver- 
age fleece about eight pounds. Conse- 
quently the wool alone more than pays 
the cost of maintaining the flock, leav- 
ing the natnral yearly increase in flock 
a net profit. Abundant cheap lands, the 
low cost of hay, grain and pasturage and 
the healthfulness of the climate make 
the Dakotas & natural sheep region. The 
new industry is a solution of the single 
crop problem. 

In Minnesota the sheep industry has 
not yet attained the prominence given ta 
several other branches of stock raising. 
Indeed the state has more dogs than 
sheep. Yet the government report for 
1891 credits the state with 400,000 sheep. 
and an average wool clip of seven pounds 
per sheep. The principal aim of sheep 
raising in Minnesota is mutton. The 
government ‘Special Report on the 
Sheep Industry,” 1892, states in the 
chapter on Minnesota, "Sheep pay the 
farmer better than any other class of 
stock, and in the prairie country those 
who are now engaged in raising a few 
sheep find it the most profitable branch 
of mixed industry.” The average annual 
increase in flock is placed at 95 per cent, 
and the average cost of keeping at $1or 
less per head. The-government depart- 
ment enumerates numerous advantages, 
excepiionally favorable climate, the best 
of fecd and water, freedom from disease 
and a first class local market, which 
Mibnesota possesses- over all eastern 
statys. Shee, brought to Minnesota from 
Qhio\ and other eastern sheep regions 
show a marked gain in weight of fleece 
and carcass. The government depart- 
ment entertains enthusiastic sentiments 
regarding the future of Minnesotu’s sheep 
industry.—Chicago Herald.

The wood pigeons afford the 
most noticeable example of increase in 
numbers, ns they are now fully estab- 
lished, not only in the parks, but also in 
many of the squares which have trees 
suitable for them to build in, and they 
have extended their range well within 
the city boundary. 

They may always be seen in Palace 
yard, Westminster, and for the fourth 
year in succession a pair are nesting in 
the elm tree over the fountain at the end 
of Great Ceorge street. Blackbirds and 
thrushes, though by no means so notice- 
able as the pigeons, are certainly on the 
increase in the parks, owing, no doubt, 
in great measure to the fact that many 
inclosures planted with shrubs have 
been made of late years. They are far 
from uncommon. Indeed one morning 
not long since we saw no less than five 
cock blackbirds engaged in a tussle un- 
der the trees near the flower walk in 
Kensington gardens. Tits of tw6 species 
—the great tit and the blue tit—have 
lately been lurgely on the increase in 
Kensington gardens,—London Saturday* 
Review.
